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Industrial development 
prospers at the Beach 
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Industrial development in Virginia 
Beach is healthy. So healthy, in fact, that 
the city Monday afternoon received 
$481,493 from the Virginia Beach 
Development Authority as payment in 
full for a loan extoided for development 
of Airport Industrial Park. 

Alfred W. Craft Jr., chairman of the 
Authority who made the presentation to 
Mayor Patrick L. Standing, also 
presented the annual report which shows 
tha| the park is approximately % percent 
occupied with only ten acres left. The 
major activity at the park last year as the 
expansion of existing business. Seven 
companies expanded, two companies 
purchased land and three new companies 
leased space in existing buildings. Because 
of office and industrial space demand. 
Eastern International .started 
development on an additional 50,000 
square foot wardiouse and a 40,000 
square foot office addition to its existing 
building. 

According to the report, 60 businesses 
are now located in the |»irk. The land and 
building value for the new firms is 
approxitnately S2.9 million and 6S new 
jobs were created. 

Craft also pointed out that where the 
Authority in 1977 had a deficit at the end 
of the year in its reserve for authorized 
expenditures of S2 11,304.06, it ended this 
year in the black with a balance of 
$335,023.82. 

A summary of the report shows that 



during 1978, the Authority, working with 
the Industrial Development Division of 
the Department of Economic 
Development, helped locate eight new 
businesses and helped seven businesses 
expand in the industrial parks. 

The Authority has also assisted 
companies locate on sites other than the 
ones available in the industrial parks. 

An outstanding S300,000 on the 
development loan with the First and 
Merchants National Bank of Tidewater 
was paid off. In addition the Authority 
has in reserve funds to begin construction 
of the first half of Skyhawk Circle in° 
Ocean West Industrial I^rk. 

Construction will begin on Skyhawk 
Circle to accommodate several smaller 
companies that have announced their 
move to Oceana West Industrial Park. 

In Oceana West where major 
development efforts of the Authority are 
diriectMi two fordgn flrnu located the 
French firm Moulinex and a German firm 
named Busch, Inc. The two firms, when 
full production levels are reached, will 
offer approximately 1,000 new jobs 
between them. 

The Lynnhaven Mall project is 
expected to begin during the early part of 
this year at a cost of $50 million. 

The Authcuity was congratulated by 
Mayor Patrick L. Standing on behalf of 
the council. Councilman Clarence A. 
Holland noted that the Authority did a 
"monumental job" and that Virginia 
Beach would have had "slimmer pickings 
without them."

Higlier density zoning denied in Linltiiorn Parit 



National Beach Corporation has lost another bid for 
higher density zoning on an approximately three-acre 
parcel in Linkhorn Park. 

City Council denied an application to reclassify the 
property now soned R-3 (1.239 acres) and R-1 (1.886 
acres) to B-2 Community Busin»s District on July 25, 
1977. 

In an appeal of the decision to Circuit Court last 
August, the court ruled that council had acted properly 
in denying the busings classification, 0-1 Office 
District or A-2 Apartment District zoning; but that the 
existing single-family detached zoning may not be 
appropriate. The court ruled that council should 
reconsider zoning the propniy. 



On the basis of the court's decision. National Beach 
asked for R-9 Residential Townhouse District zoning 
which would allow the construction of 28 units while the 
present zoning permits the construction of four single- 
family houses. 

The parcels are located at the intersection of Holly 
and Pinewood Roads. 

Tim Barrow, planner representing National Beach, 
told council Monday that the adjacent property on the 
south and east are zoned B-2 and A-1. He said that the 
dty has consistantly reosgnized the fact that the 
property is not suitable for single-family residential 
development and that it is in a transition stage. The 
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fitizen residing at the Mayflower, spoke JU on iMJ^Ilf of 
seniors. She said that a friend bought groceries tttd was 
charged a dollar a package. She said that a cab driver 
once told her, "You old ladies at the Mayflower 
certainly worry us and you don't tip enough."

Disc also said that the cab companies have had no 
increase in years and are just about to go under. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said also that he is 
concerned about Norfolk ordinances which prevent 
Virginia Beach-based taxicabs from picking up 
passengers at the Norfolk International Airport. At 
present, he said, Virginia Beach companies can take 
people to the airport, but cannot pick them up. The 
policy is detrimental to both cities, said Hanbury, who 
plans to bring a resolution back to coundl next Monday 
requesting Norfolk to resdnd the ordinance. 

He said that at present 90 percent of Beach visitors 
come by car, but that with the promotion of the 
C(»ivention business, 90 percent may be coming by air.

Seventeen centuries lat ft, 
the question remains: 'Will 
you bi^ my Valentine?' 

February, a month Of icy mornings, ground hog 
"omens" and Presidential birthdays, is also the time to 
celebrate Saint Valentine's Day. 

Little is known about Saint Valentine of the third 
century. There were, in fact, two such saints by that 
name (some sources say three), although no one knows 
why any of them would become the patron saint of 
lovers. The exact day of the holiday is Feb. 14, Eve of 
the Roman £upercalia (a romantic festival). 

It was on this date that sweethearts were chosen and 
love tokens exchanged. Names on a piece of paper were 
placed in a container and then drawn in turn by every 
person until everyone had become someone's Valentine. 

It is probably not a coincidence that on this date the 
birds also chose their mates, according to an ancient 
country tradition. 

The holiday began to have its share of eccentric 
customs. One was that the first man a woman had seen 
on the festival morning was automatically her 
Valentine. Women had to be very careful about whose 
eyes met theirs early in the day. 

In the 17th Century, it became a common practice for 
married couples to have and to be Valentines as well as 
young men and maidens. During this time, women 
would receive expensive gifts such as embroidered 
gloves, silk stockings or fine jewelry. Ultimately, the 
elaborate present was replaced with the Valentine card, 
a handmade greeting complete with verses and drawings 
of hearts or flowers. This was then replaced with a 
printed card with lace ec^es or other ornamentation. 

In the 19th Century, these cards became increasingly 
popular with an estimated 1.5 million being exchanged 
in the l8M's. Thereafter, they declined sharply in 
popularity and eventually disappeared for almost half a 
century. It was only in the I930's that Valentine's Etey 
became fashionable again. 
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Today, Feb. 14 is a very 
popular hdiday with a 
card, flowers and candy 
considered conventional 
gifts for one's loved one. 
The (toy also cmtiaues to 
have spedal appeal for 
diildren which was trw 
from its eariy bqinnings 
seventeoi craturies afo.

ilt is therefore with some reluctance that we 
rite this editorial. In fact, unless it had been 
brought to our attention by such community 
leaders as Worthy Pegram. Jr., Gordon 
Buchanan, William W. Townsend and others, 
v(re would have. laughed it off as another 
political romp through the world of big-buck 
lobbying. You see, the issue involves 
opthalmologists and optometrists. The former 
is a doctor of medicine, the latter is not. 
Optometrists are called doctors of optometry 
or O.D.'s - or for most of us layman, sinq^ly 
'eye doctors.' Their training, according to the 
pamphlets, is less than that of the physicians' 
and that's where the rub comes in. The M.D.'s 
do not want the O.D.'s dispensing diagnostic 
drugs. 

After we threw away the pamphlets and read 
House Bill 1262, which is about to be heard by 
[he Senate Education and Health Committee, 
-we were more incredulous than humored. The 
bill - sponsored incidentally by Delegates 
Parker, O'Brien and Pickett - sensibly requests 
that optometrists have the right to use 
diagnostic drugs in their offices. CMagnostic 
drugs are used for sueh purposes as dilating 
pupils - which allows the optometrist a better 
view of the interior of the eye. Dilating a 
person's pu(>i'^„ is one method of detecting 
glwKoma and other diseases, many of which 

The Din also states tliat should the 
optomelrist tfHccI a j^tMttAtimktA comUlloii 
which caMHM he correctod or relieved by the 
use of leases, ceiilact leiises, prisms or ochIm' 
exercises, he shirfl refer SHch patient to a 
physician for diagnosis and treatment. 
Nothing in this section shnN he deemed to 
permit the nae of p hn r ma c enticai agents hy an 
•ptometri«t ftfr thcrapeantic pwrposes. It 
should be added her? that only those 
optometrists who have met rigid state licensing 
requirements will ever be allowed to dispense 
drugs for dIagnosHc purposes. No where in the 
bill is there mention of the use of drugs for 

It appears to us that the O.D.'s simply want 
to practice the profession they've been taught - 
a demanding profession requiring over 4,000 
hours of both classroom and clinical 
instruction. 

This bill is being sternly opposed. That is, 
opihalmok>iists. various physicians and 
surgeons do not want persons with the title of 
doctor of optometry to write prescriptions, 
dispense drugs used for eye examinations nor 
tamper anymore hence with their expanding 
realm. 

It is a territorial war and it stinks. 

Wc believe that optometrists should have 
the right to dispense diagnostic drugs. Wc also 
believe - as Bill 1262 stales - that if disease is 
evident, the paiient should be referred to a 
medical doctor. One might speculate that the 
essence of all this pro and con within the 
medical profession is nu^rc economically 
inspired than Hippocrates would have liked.

It has been determined that the 1979 session of the 
Virginia Gendral Assembly will be concluded-in less 
than sixty days. Our adjournment date has been set for 
Saturday, Feb. 24. 

Of continuing particular interest to so many people in 
Virginia Beach is the issue of "usage sensitive pricing" 
by the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company. 
The telephone company has petitioned the State 
Corporation Commission for permission to charge for 
local service on the basis of: (1) number of calls made 
within the local service area; (2) the amount of time the 
calls in the local service area take; (3) the actual distance 
in miles within the local so^vice area that the call covers, 
and finally (4) the time of day when the call is made. 

No other state in America has adopted this usage 
sensitive pricing proposition on a state-wide basis. Only 
a few major cities such as San Francisco and Chicago 
now use it. Northern Virginia business customers are 
numdatorily charged on the basis of the number of calls 
made. The testimony before the utilities sub-committee, 
of which I am a member, was that 80 percent of these 
business customers experienced an increase in cost after 
this system became effective. ^ 

The C & P petition before the State Corporation 
Commission requests pomission to spend the many 
millions of dollars necessary to install the equipment to 
mak^ these four measurements. They plan to return in 
three years and apply then for the rates to be charged. In 
essence, Virginians are being asked to buy a "pig in a 
poke." 

When one considers the cost of the equipment to 



accomplish these four compUcated mrasuremehts and 
the cost of the personnel necessary to operate the 
equipment and make all the necessary Ubulatioiu and 
circulations, together with the personnel costs necessary 
to maintain such highly sophisticated machinery, I have 
serious reservations about the accrual of a significant 
. benefit for anybody, and fear substantially higher costs 
for most customers. 

I fully subscribe to the basic concept that one should 
generally pay for what he or she uses, and those using 
less should generally not have to pay as much. However, 
I feel that we need to wait for the experience in other 
states before committing Virginians to these additional 
costs and constraints. If experience elsewhere indicates 
that the majority of our citizens would benefit from this 
system, I will be the first to support the utlization of the 
system now being proposed by C & P . 

House Bill 1304, of which I am a co-patron and 
author of the language presently in the bill, is in accord 
with the philosophy expressed in this report to you. It 
has passed the house of delegates and is presently beofre 
the senate committee on labor and commerce. Senators 
Peter K. Babalas and Joseph T. Fitzpatrick from 
Virginia B«u:h and Norfolk are on this committee.

SSI has made a difference in Ihc lives of many 
Americans: The elderiy couple down ihc Ktrc<M whtnie 
only assets are their small home and a bcat-u|^ car and 
whose only regular income is $1112.70 froliu swial 
securiiy; or ihe mentally retarded 22- ycar-ol^ wiMnan 
who lives with her sister; or Ihe 34-year-old jiian wHh 
severe rheumatoid arthritis who isn't eNgibl^ for any 
other fiiuncial benefits. t 

The purpose of SSI is to provide monthly checks 
when they are needed so that the aged, dIsaMcd, and 
bUnd are assured of a basic cash income. When SSI 
began in January 1974, the maximum Federal payment 
was $140 a month for one eli^bie person ai|id $210 for 
an eligible married couple. Those anMiunfs have 
increased each year, and today are $189.40 ahd $284. 10. 

Of dourse, this doesn't mean that every eligible 
person gets that much in his or her SSI dieck. Some 
people get less because they already have other incmne. 
Others may get more because they live in la State that 
adds money to the Fecteral payment. I 

In most States, a person getting SSI is aljo eligible for 
Medicaid and social services provided ^y the State. 
Virginia does provide Medicaid. 

SSI provides financUd assistance while in^eserving 
personal dignity. Thne are no lioi laws aijd relatives are 
not required to help support SSI reolpient;., 

A person who is single (or married toil not living with 
his or her spouse) can have assets worth up to $1,300 
and still get checks. The amount for a c^ple is $2,230. 
Assets indude savings, stodcs. bond^. jewelry, and 
other valuables. A house and a car of icasonaMe value 
and personal effects do not coimt as assets. 

People can |iave some money coming in and still get 
SSI. The first $20 a month of aaeanMi income (such as 
social security iirotho' boiefltt, iiiN^est <^-sav!iigs, 
etc.) generally isn't counted. An additional $63 a month 
of earned income (from working) plus half of the 
eamlnp over $63 do not count. | 

Although SSI is run by the Social Security 
Administration, the payments are not the same as social 
security benefits. SSI is financed from general funds of 
the U.S. Treasury, while social se<^rity benefits are 
financed from contributions paid by employees, tlwir 
employers, and the self-employed.

pe Coastal Resources Management bill (S.B. 403) 
which Jias aroused so much interest and «)ntroversy 
with its off-limits 1000 foot "fastlands" buffer strip, 
has undergone a metamorphosis in order to appear 
more attractive to its critics. The fastlands zone, which 
includwl all land areas up to 1000 feet inland from mean 
high water, has been dropped. 
' The fastlands had become the hottest item in the bill 
when it was realized that thousands of acres in the state, 
along not oirfy the coast but every conceivably tidal 
oreek and river, would be subject to special use permits 
and local and possible state review boards. There was so 
much opposition to that portion of the bill that its 
patron, S«i. Gartlad, dropped it hoping the opposition 
would just melt away. After all, it seems feasible that 
I the mayor of a small town in western Virginia would 
j lose interest in what he would interpert as a coastal 
I issue. ' 

I So the fastlands is gone for the moment. Gone, but 
I not forgotten. It seems certain now that Gartlan is 
f pushing for passage of a less controversial bill this year 
I with the hope that, once the legislation is on the books, 
I it am be more easily amended next year to include the 
fastlands. 
I But next year aside, consider for a moment what 
I remains of the bill. The legislation if passed will regulate 
I building on hundreds of miles of mudflats, sandy 
I beaches and primary dunes. Fine, you say, we should be 
I paying attention to what's happening on our mudflats, 
>sandy beaches and dunes. Builders and developers 
jagree. But look closely at what this particular piece of 
Ilegislatiot^ is saying: 

I I. The jbill still calls for the necessary funding and 
jstoffing to create a new Shorelands board to consider 
jpermit applications. This board would add another 
Mayer of bureacracy to the home building process which 
lis already over-regulated. A new ' bureacratic layer 
{would add to the price of new housing which is already 
tSlowly crwping away from the grasp of the middle- 
income family. 



2. Still unaddressed in the bill is the vital issue of a 
person's right to use his own property, Jhis legislation 
could "take" property with no compionsation, raising 
what is a very real constitutional issue. 

3. Also unaddressed is any consideration of socio- 
economic conditions that might at, some future time 
justify incursion into the dunes/mudflats areas. The 
absolute 'thou shalt not' rigidity of the bUl's language 
portends ill for the future growth of both Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake. There may well come a time 
when we will ne«l all our land and resourcesavailable to 
us. 

4. Lastly we; must look at what this bill suggests in the 
way of federal land use control. By passing a federally 
acceptable plan for mudflats, beaches and dunes this 
year and at the same time continuing to work toward a 
fastlands solution, Virginiiei can continue to receive 
planning money for another year. Traditionally the 
acceptance of federal money has opened the door to 
federal control. Last year Virginia ranked 44th among 
the states that rely on federal aid. Virginians have 
always liked it that way. And most residents of Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake would undoubtedly i^refer to 
have decisions of the magnitude of S.B. 403 kept at the 
local level where the individual's voice can still be heard. 

It must be added as a final addendum that once the 
nriachinery to carry out this legislation is set up, the state 
might well have to carry the costs of adiriinistering it 
should federal funding dry up. That means a bigger bite 
out of everyone's wallet. 

For all the reasons stated above. Tidewater Builders 
Association remains opposed to S.B. 403 even without 
the fastlands provision. We think there are better 
alternatives to consider. One such alternative might be 
to have the very important sand dune protection written 
into the already established Wetlands ordinances. We 
urge every reader to examine this whole issue again .

The q)|^cation was approved, however, by a vote of 
7-3, Councibnan R.L. Riggs was absent. 

Jo«q>h M. and Clara V. Mattox applied for the 
change on a (.7 1 -acre parcel between Northampton 
Boulevard and Shell Road, east of the intersection. 

Harold Gallup, coordinator for the city's Industrial 
Development I^vision, told council that the company 
would h»ve the sewage capacity it would not have in an 
ii^ustrial park. Hie company, Tidewater Linen Service, 
will paiBap directly intp a force main. He said the 
pumpiog station which will be used has bem examined 
and iK>w handles 225 gallons per minute while it has a 
1200 fiUons per minute capacity. The proposed use will 
require 17j6 gallons per minute service. 

Ervin said that the "thing that bothers me is we have 
a member of the Industrial Development Authority 



serving as an advocate for rezoning." 

Councibnan Clarence A. Holland said that he 
(Gallup) was not uivocating, but just furnishing 
inforaiaticm. 

Councilman George R. Ferrell added, that he felt that 
Gallup was "^doing it for the benefit of the city." 

Voting against the motion with Ervin were 
Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf and Councilman 
Donaki S. Menick. Voting for the motion were Mayor 
Patrick L. Standing, Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., 
Coundlmoi Holland, Ferrell, J. Curtis Payne and Joh'n 
A. Baum and Councilwoman Barbara Henley who said 
that she wouldn't even consider the change except for 
the fact that the parcel was alrewly zoned B-2 which 
mig^t be a lets (tesireable use for the area residents. 

Joseph J. Lawler, attorney for the apph'cant, said that 
the comi^ny, v^ch has been located in Norfolk since 
the middle SO's, suffered a fire in which its building was 
destroyed. The company plans to spend $840,000 in 
land and improvements and another $500,000 in 
machinery. He said the plan operates jduring a regular 
7:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. work day, excluding week-ends, 
hires from 85 to 100 employees and has an annual 
payroO of $750,000. 

Adjoining residents and 13 others in the area do not 
oppose the petition, he said.

city's administrative staff supported transitional 
zoning, he said. Criticisna should be leveled at the dty 
and the council not on lact of planning, but at having 
adopted plans and not using them. "It's difficult to 
have respect for the city planning process. If we're going 
to have planning, we should use it for development," 

The court's decision was interpreted by the applicants 
to mean requesting any zoning up to A-1. The units 
would be for sale cluster units which are more suitable 
than rental apartments for the area, Barrow said. 

Attorney H. Calvin Spain, also representing National 
Beach, charged council that its decision on the 
application would be politically motivated. There are 
more owners in Linkhorn Park opposing the 
application, than there are applicants in favor of the 
change, he said. He said that nothing is aoeeptiMe to 
tde civic league hii»iaH4a«V9^lii^prep«rt)M«s4t li. 
"However unpopular it nuy be, the people are going to 
have to accept the {dan," he s^d. lie plan referred to 
apparently is the Beach Borough Development plan 
which recommends residential use of 12-36 dwelling 
units an acre. 

Grover Wright, attorney for the opposition, said 
there was "some misunderstanding of what the court 
did. The matter has been presented as though you lost. 
You did not. (The Court ruled) what you did was nM 
unreasonable." The court ruled that the applicant might 
return with a less restrictive zoning request than R-l. 
Wright suggested that his clioits would not be opposed 
to making both parcek R-3, the higher density zoning 
classiflcation. He said the townhouse zoning would be 
an intrusion on the established single-family 
neighborhood. 

Councibnan R.L. Riggs said that the "highest and 
best use depends on which side you're on," and moved 
to deny the applications. An addition to the motion to 
change the R-l parcel to R-3 was refused by the 
applicants. The vote was 10-1 with Councilman 
Clarence A. Holland voting against the motion.

TTie pay-as-you-go feature of the Federal income tax 
system requires employers to withhold income tax on 
salary and wages paid to their employees. 

This same principle applies to employees and self- 
employed individuals who have income that is not 
nilU9Ct to withholding or from which not enough tax is 
Milt withheld. These individuals must file the 
"BadMMiM af Eitlmatcd Tm," Form 1040-ES. and 
pay in four equal installments, or a lump sum, the 
iocoi^c and self-employment tax estimated to be due. 
■Jh* first installment, however, must accompany the 
declaration. 

The Internal Revenue Service provides Estimated Tax 
Declaration- Vouchers for the taxpayer to use to make 
declarations of estimated tax and to pay the insullments 
as they come due. The taxpayer mails the installment 
and a numbered declaration-voucher in a pre-addressed 
envelope to the Internal Revenue Service Center by the 
due date for that installment. 

In general, a declaration is oot required to be filed if 
you expect that your 1978 Form 1040 or Form 1040A 
jiill show (I) a tax refund, or (2) a tax balance due of 
less than $100. 

If you are a citizen of the Untied States or resident of 
the United Sutes, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, 
Guam, or American Samoa, make a declaration of your 
estimated tax if your total estimated tax is $100 or more, 
and you: 

• can reasonably expect to receive more than $500 from 
sources other than wages subject to withholding; or, 

• can reasonably expect gross income to exceed— 

• $20,000 if you are a single individual, a head of 
household, or a widow or widower entitled to the special 



• Gross Income Test — his or her gross income for the 
year must be under $730 (this does not apply to your 
child who is under age 19 or is a full-time student); 

• Member of Household or Relationship Test — if a 
person is a member of your household and lives with 
you for the entire year, the person need not be related to 
you for you to claim that individual's exemption; 

• Citizenship Test — your dependent must be a U.S. 
citizen or resident, or a resident of Canada or Mexico 
for some part of the year you claim the exemption; and, 

• Joint Return Test — you are not allowed an 
exemption for your dependent (such as your son or 
laughter) if he or she files a joint return unless the 
individual and his or her spouse are not required to file a 
return but do so only to claim a refund of tax withheld.

Taxpayers have the choice of claiming an itemized 
deduction or a tax credit, but cannot claim both, for 
contributions to candidates for public office and 
political commitees and to newsletter funds of 
candidates and elected public officials. 

The Internal Revenue Service advices that the 
deduction is limited to $100 ($200 for a joint return). 
Half of the contribution may be taken as a tax credit 
limited to $25 ($50 for a joint return). The credit cannot 
exceed the amount of your tax. 

To claim the deduction the taxpayer must itemize 
deductions of Schedule A of Form 1040. If you Uke the 
credit, enter the lesser of the amount of your tax or your 
allowable credit on your return. Remember, the 
deduction and credit are mutually exclusive; only one 
can be chosen.

"The future is now." George Allen made these words 
famous with the then powerful Washington Redskins. 
Total committment to the present ensured his team's 
maximum immediate success possible. 

But tomorrow always comes, and so it did for the 
Redskins, who found themselves flat-footed an unable 
to cope with younger, stronger teams. This dilemma of 
"now versus later" faces all coaches of team sports. The 
players who are expected to be the backbone of a 
school's program in the future must receive some 
amount of preparation and experience now. 

For many athletes in Chesapeake, Portsmouth, and 
Norfolk, this experience is acquired through junior 
varsity competition. Varsity coaches enjoy the luxury of 
selecting the cream of the crop and going with their best 
individuals, secure in the knowledge that the junior 
varsity program is, to a great extent, taking care of the 
futOre. 

At the Beach, however, where J.V. competition is a 
thing of the past, coaches must carefully fill their rosters 
with either proven performers or definitely potential 
athletes. Occasionally the rare blend of youth and talent 
finds his way into the starting lineup as a sophomore. 

But there is little room for the marginal athlete, the 
clumsy sophomore who might blossom into a star senior 
if he only had the opportunity. Given this limiting 
situation, it is interesting, and perhaps revealing, to 
examine the contributions of sophomores to the various 
basketball programs at the Beach. 

A common phenomenon seems to be the junior high 
ballplayer who stops playing in the tenth grade. With a 
4a€k of opportunity te play on the J;V. level, many 
rising tenth graders who are seasoned ballplayers in 
junior high competition shy away from trying for a spot 
on a.high school team. 

"1 think they anticipate that they can't play," notes 
Cox head coach George Ontko. "I had a good one 
who started at the junior high. He could've played for 
us, but he didn't come out." 

What causes a young ballplayer to hang it up at the 
stage where his skills should be coming together - at the 
high school level? 

"They're used to playing and they don't want to 
come up and sit," says First Colonial's Alton Hill. "We 
didn't have many good tenth graders to come out. We 
had some good junior high players who didn't come out 
for our team." 

So it seems that many ballplayers hesitate to serve 
time on the bench, although such apprenticeship is a 
necessity with the absence of J.V. programs limiting 
playing opportunities. This impatience to play keeps 
some athletes away from the courts, but there are many 
more sophomores who come to the gyms in the fall 
seeking a varsity uniform. Of these candidates, only a 
handful can help a program in the near future, and even 
fewer can lend immediate strength. These few are the 
future for many schools. 

Princess Anne's Leo Anthony seems blessed with a 
flock of young talent topped by the premier tenth grader 
in the District, Thad Miles. One of the leading scorers 
and rebounders at the Beach, Miles is the keystone to 
the Cavalier attack. 

"The real surprise to me is how early he began 
dominating things against seniors," says Anthony. 
"Playing in the tournament (Norfolk Collegiate 
Tournament) helped him. He just jumped out and 
improved right from the beginning." 

Along with Miles, Anthony can look forward to good 
things from Marc Hinch, Bobby Reckling, and Billy 
£>eihl, a group of whichAnthony says, "The four of 
them would be super on the J.V. level." 

Johnny Dollar can be optimistic about the future with 
his group of Bayside youngsters, headed by Gary Knox, 
a j unior high teammate of Miles . 

Eddie Diehl, the Marlins' assistant coach, says of 
Knox, "He's definitely the best leaper at the Beach." 

Dollar must have to resort to last names at practice 
with Gary Browning and Gary Cason joining Knox in 
the sophomore contingent, and these three players, 
along with David Bobst, should continue Bayside's 
improvement next season. 

At Keliam, Al Bailey has three sophomores, Mike 
Smith, Mel Roach, and George >yadsworth, in the 
lineup. Of these three, Wadsworth is the strongest bet to 
be a starter next year, which Roach is pla^g only his 
first year of organized bail, and Smith may be 
transferring to the new Green Run High School next 
year. 

Cox's Ontko is looking down to the junior highs to 
give him help next year. Paul McGovem, at Lynnhaven 
Junior High, and Independence Junior High's Leonard 
Goffigan both figure in Ontoko's plans. 

"I'm anticipating them stepping right in," says 
Ontko. "We're wide open. These guys will have to do it 
for us." 

Kemgsville's Chiefs have only two sophomores on 
their roster. Of starter Mike West, head coach Bill 
Cochrane, says, "He's a quick learner. He's gained a lot 
more confidence as the year's gone along," According 
to Cochrane, his other sophomore, Chris Scherrer, "has 
alot of natural ability. He's got a lot of quickmss." 

While Kempsville has only two sophomores, the 
Chiefs are rich compared to Alton Hill's First Colonial 
team, where Jojo Dozier is the only sophomore. 

So, with no players waiting in the J.V. wings, the 
school with more than two solid sophomores seems to 
be lucky. And for the co«:hes, the fall tryouts must 
sMm like a grab bag of uncertainties, with the future 
being one big question mark.

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Two million geese die yearly from lead 
poisoning; steel shot enforced in Virginia 



The Interior 

Deparinirtil's U.S. Hsh 
and Wildlil'c Service 
prt)poscd zones recently 
where waterfowl hunters 
would be required to use 
nontoxic steel shot during 
the 1979 fall hunting 
season. 

The Department also 
published a final 
regulation which requires 
that steel shot be used in 
all gauges of guns in steel 
shot zones beginning in 
the fall of 1980. 
Waterfowl hunters will be 
required to use steel shot 
only in 12-gauge guns 
when hunting in the zones 
during the 1979 fall 
hunting season. 

The purpose of 
requiring waterfowl 
hunters to use steel shot is 
to reduce the incidence of 
lead " poisoning in 
waterfowl, About 2 
million waterfowl die of 
lead poisoning in the 
United States annually 
after eating spent lead 
shot, which the birds 
mistake for seeds or grit. 
SiccI shut Ik not toxic to 
waterfowl. 

A proposed regulation 
describing 1979 steel shot 
zones and a Hnal rule 
making on the use of 
various gauges of steel 
shot were published in the 
January 12, 1979 
FEDERAL REGISTER. 
The pj:oposed 1979 steel 
shot zones are almost 
identical to 1978 zones 
except for changes in 
Florida, Michigan, 
Connecticut, New York 
and New Jersey. The 



proposals would affect 
parts of 32 states, 
including areas where steel 
shot regulations were not 
enforced in 1978 as a 
result of legislation passed 
by Congress (hat 
prohibited the Interior 
Department from 
enforcing steel shot 
regulations in any state 
unless the state fish and 
wildlife agency approved. 
Twenty-five states 
approved enforcement of 
steel shot regulations; 13 
states did not approve 
enforcement in part or all 
of the areas designated as 
steel shot zones. The 
restriction on enforcement 
of steel shot regulations 
will expire September 30, 
1979, unless renewed by 
Congress. 

Detailed descriptions of 
the designated steel shot 
zones for 1979 will be 
listed in press releases to 
be issued by the six Fish 
and Wildlife Service 



regional offices. No 
changes are proposed for 
the Virginia steel shot 
zones, which include the 
city of Va. Beach and the 
area between U.S. 60 and 
Stale Route S oa the 
James River Peninsula. 
Steel shot will again be 
required in these zones of 
the Atlantic Flyway 
during 1979. Also the 
Mississippi Flyway, the 
Central Flyway and the 
Pacific Flyway. 

Public comments on the 
proposals should be 
submitted by February 12, 
1979, to the Director 
(FWS/MBMO), U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, 
Department of the 
Interior, Washington, 
D.C. 20240. 

Under the final 
rulemaking on use of 
various gauges of steel 
shot, waterfowl hunters 



will not be permitted to 
posseci il'gauge 
shotshells loaded with 
toxic (lead) shot while 
taking waterfowl in a 
steel-shot zone during the 
1979 season. Hunters 
using other gauges will be 
permitted to use toxic shot 
until September 1, 19M, 
when the use of all gauges 
of toxic shot will be 
prohibited in steel shot 
zones. 

The service had 
previously proposed to 
end the use of all gauges 
of toxic shot in steel shot 
zones beginning Sept. 1. 
1979. This regulation has 
now been delayed for one 
year because the 
aforementioned net ion by 
Congress created 
uncertainly regarding 
demand for shotshells 
loaded with either toxic or 
nontoxic shot .

Beach teachers get 'apple' 
that's really a computer

Just as today's students are tomorrow's 
leaders, today's computers are 
tomorrow's household "appliances" says 
Alex Hay of Home Computer Center in 
Virginia Beach. If such an observation is 
true, then it might be a good idea to get 
today's kids and computers acquainted. 
Tire Virginia Beach Public School 
System's sixth grade Gifted Program is 
doing exactly that. 

"Introduction to Computer Science" is 
the name of the unit being taught since 
January to "gifted" sixth graders in 
Virginia Beach who spend one day a week 
on the subject at Thalia Elementary 
School. Patty Terry and Lillian Gilbert 
are team-teaching the course. 

"The students are learning the needs 
and uses of computers," explains Miss 
Terry. "They're realizing that there's no 
reason to be afraid of computers. And 
they're learning how to write programs." 

Last Friday's class was an example in 
action. Hay brought the "Apple 11" 
computer to class for a demonstration. 
Later students worked on their own 
programs as a group and individually.

Controversial rezoning requests approved, 
Lynnhaven residents voice opposition

Two highly controversial rezoning requests in 
Lynnhaven squeaked through Virginia Beach City 
Council Monday afternoon with identical votes of 6-5. 
A third application sailed through with a vote of 10-1. 
Delegations, mostly opposing the petitions for rezoning, 
accounted for a major part of the crowd that 
overflowed into the aisles of Council Chambers. 

Councilman Reid Ervin, who voted against all three 
petitions, remarked that it was a "mystery that 
members of this council who don't even live in 
Lynnhaven can be so free with rezoning Lynnhaven 
which will cause problems. It doesn't make sense." 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., who represents the 
Kemspville Borough, said that "Ervin's remarks were 
aimed at me. As long as we have a borough system we 
will have this sort of thing." 

In two applications, Dean S. Potter, Gordon R. 
Potter and John Ray Potter were granted their requests 
for a change pf zoning from R-4 Residential District to 
A-2 Apartment District on a four-acre parcel by a 10-1 
vote, and from R-5 Residential District to A-2 
Apartment District on a 25.302 acre parcel by a 6-5 
vote. The sites are located west of First Colonial Road, 
between Old Donation Parkway and Wildwood Drive, 
Lynnhaven Borough. 

Approval by a 6-5 vote also was granted Henry Clay 
Hofheimer U, Edward D. Hofheimer and Marie E. 
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Mansbach for a change 
from R-1 Residential 
District to R-3 Residential 
District on an .80.533-acre 
parcel on the east side of 
Harris Road north of 
Little Neck Road. 

In both 6-5 votes, irt 
favor of the applications 
were Councilmen John A. 
Baum, George R. Ferrell, 
Clarence A. Holland and 
J. Curtis Payne, vice 
mayor J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. and Mayor Patrick L. 
Standing. Voting against 
the applications were 
Councilman Ervin, 
Donald S. Merrick and 



R.L. Riggs, and Councilwomen Barbara Henley and 
Meycra Obcrdorf. 

Attorney Grover Wright, representing the Potters, 
explained that it was the seventh public hearing oh the 
Potter applications. Both the Planning Commission and 
planning staff have twice recommended approval, he 
said. The matter was referred back to the Planning 
Commission following a 5-4 decision of council on a 
motion for approval. Wright had sought rehearing on 
the basis that there was no vote on denial of the 
applications, and that only a partial council was 
present. 

Wright maintained that the Great Neck Development 
Plan recommends apartment use for the property with 
12 to 24 units per acre. Although the new zoning allows 
527 units, the applicants voluntarily have restricted

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egislation provides 
for safer waterways 

The week ending Feb. 9 constituted the final period 
tor both the Virginia House of Delegates and the State 
Senate to act on legislation introduced by its own 
niembership. 

"The entire legislative package of the Marine Patrols 
Study Commission, which I had the honor to chair, has 
passed the House of Delegates. House Joint Resolution 
^ encourages the Congress of the United States to 
enact legislation which would return the federal tax on 
f»el used to power motor boats to the states for boating 
r^ated programs. Enactment of such legislation would 
produce approximately $850,644 in each fiscal year for 
the Commonwealth of Virginia, to be used for marine 
related services. 

HJR 295 provides that the Virginia Marine Resources 

Commission, the Virginia Commission of Game and 

Itiand Fisheries, the United States Coast Guard, and 

the police and sheriff's departments of the counties and 

cities of Virginia are directed to improve and maintain 

hiih quality interagency and intergovernmental 

coordination, cooperation and communication as to 

marine patrols and marine safety, including the 

upgrading and interlinking of radio systems wherever 

practical. Further, HJR 295 requests the relevant state 

agencies and Virginia localities to maximize the use of 

personnel, boats and equipment that are employed or 

owned foy^ other purposes, to perform marine patrols 

ar^ marine safety activities, whenever feasible, so as to 

miiimize costs. 

finally. House Bill 1954 authorizes the Virginia 
Mirine Resources Commission to implement a marine 
-patrols dispatch system in the lower Chesapeake Bay 
an^ its tidal tributaries. At present, there is absolutely 
nojsystem of coordination designed to maximize the use 
of the hundreds of boats and personnel presently owned 
an^ employed by the various state agencies and 
localities. Our commission found a great need for 
soitieone to know the location at all times of these craft 
an<| personnel so as to provide much faster search and 
rescue assistance, and to deter people , from wrepkless 
boating. 

House Bill 1954 also provides a means by which the 
static will assist the localities with one-half the cost of 
theJr waterborne law enforcement, safety and rescue 
activities, not to exceed $10 per boat registered in the 
locality. This law will provide approxinj^tely $75,000 a 
year in additional help to Virginia Beach for water 
saf^y purposes. .-...£S^^ ^^1 ti : 
As chairman of the Marine Patrols Study 
Commission, I would like to express particular 
appreciation to State Senator Russell I. Townsend, who 
represents Chesapeake and Virginia Beach, for his help 
on the commission. 

In addition, I am especially grateful for the help and 
suggestions of Virginia Beach Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf and that of Virginia Beach Police Sergeant 
Stanley Bennett who graciously appeared before the 
commission on behalf of the city. 

I certainly hope that the waterways of eastern 
Virginia will be much safer as the result of this 
legislation, at a very minimum cost to the state of 
Virginia. 

Adjournment of the Virginia legislature is scheduled 
for Feb. 24. Before that time, I would enjoy having you 
write me as follows: Delegate Glenn B. McClanan, State 
Capitol, Richmond, Virginia 23219.

Court should enforce 
rulings, woman says

What's wrong with the Virginia Beach judicial 
system? The court can make a ruling, but apparently it 
is unable to enforce it. 

An example: A divorce in which the court directed the 
former husband to pay child support. These payments 
were to be paid monthly to the court. In turn, the court 
was to pay the former wife. When the former husband 



doesn't pay, the court then warns him that his payments 
are delinquent. A call back to the court is necessary 
after several days to find out if the court has heard 
anything and to set a court date two weeks later if it 
hasn't. This process u sually tak es anywhere from two to 
six weeks. 

The court hearing is next. When the names are called, 
ex-husband and ex-wife go into the Juvenile Court 
judge's chambers and discuss the problem. Ex-husband 
gets his hands slapped. Ex-wife usually gets a very small 
portion of child support and leaves depressed and 
disgusted. Then she has to wait patiently for the ex- 
husband to miss his payments for a few more months 
and start the process over again. 

On occasions, the ex-husband gives the ey-wife a few 
dollars directly. When this happens, the court gets very 
upset. The ex-wife must take time off from work, drive 
to the Juvenile Court, and sign anaffidavit stating how 
much money she received.

Benefits iceep families together 

Social Security beneriis play a leiuiing role in helping 
10 keep families together when they are threatened by 
loss of income as a result of the death of a worker. This 
is a fact that many people overlook. 

For some families, the benefits mean that children 
can grow up in their own home instead of an institution. 
And for others, it means thai the dreams of a daca-scd 
parent may live on because of the legacy of social 
security benefits payable on his or her work.record. 

Benefits are payable to children upon the retirement, 
death, or disability of a worker. Benefits arc also 
payable to nonworking, surviving parents with minor or 
disabled children in their care who are also receiving 
social security benefits. 

This aspect of social security comes to mind because 
1979 has been declared the International Year of the 
Child by the United Nations General Assembly. We are 
urged to commemorate the year by reviewing our efforts 
to provide for the needs of children. 

Although many people may not realize it, nearly S 
million children are currently receiving children's 
benefits, about one of seven of all social security 
beneficiaries. Benefits for children have been available 
since 1940 when the first social security benefits were 
paid. 

Although children's benefits usually stop when the 
child reacha 18, they may continue until age 22 if the 
unmarried child remains in school fiiir-limc. or if the 
person is disabled before age 22. 

Student's benefits are paid to aliiiusi 850,000 persons 
between IS and 22. Payments go to students attending 
any accredited school full-time because the child is 
considered dependent on his or her parents for support. 
Benefits for adult children who have a disability that 
begins before ihey reach i^e 22 and which is likely to 
prevent them from ever becoming gainfully employed, 
can start at any age. More than 400,000 persons are 
currently receiving childhood disability benefits. About,^ 
65 percent of them are receiving disability payments on 
the basis of a mental deficiency, but other disabling 
conditions include cerebral palsy, epilepsy, and 
schizophrenic disorders. 

A child is entitled to 75 percent of the basic benefit 
payable on a deceased worker's record and 50 percent of 
a disabled or retired worker's benefit, subject to a 
family maximum. The average survivor family's benefit 
being paid currently is SS98.00. However, since the 
family maximum may run from ISO percent to 188 
percent of the worker's basic benefit, and the average 
worker's' behefrt is about 42 percent of hi.s or her prior 
earnings, a family's benefits may amount from 75 to 
almost 100 percent of the worker's priiw earnings. 

More than 95 out of 100 children and their mothers or 
fathers can count on monthly cash benefits if the 
family's workerp) die. These benefits may be paid when 
either parent dies, even if the surviving parent continues 
working. 

The Social Security Administration also runs the 
supplemental security income program for needy blind, 
aged, or disabled people. ^1 can pay benefits to 
disabled or blind children at any age.

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Popular heat pump saves 
energy, cuts utility costs

Whal could be bcllcr in an energy-hungry world Ihan 
a heater thai creales more energy ihui it uses? Solar 
healing sysienis d«» Ihis. of lhjihsc. buy ihcy arc v«»NJly 
and not always praeiical. Nol dcpcndeni directly on ihe 
sun, hcai pumps provide an increasingly popular 
aliernaiive for home heating. 

Heat pumps have become so popular in Tidewater 
that they arc being installed in over 95 percent of the 
new homes being built in Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake. 

A heat pump is essentially a central air conditioner 
with indoor and outdoor units that can operate in 
reverse. A switch-over valve allpws the units to serve the 
double function of expelling warm air from the home in 
summer and extracting warmth from the outside in the 
winter. 

The pump operates on three principles of physics; (I) 
heal flows naturally from a warm place to a cooler one; 
(2) wheh" expanded, gases become cooler; (3) when 
compressed, gases become hotter. 

It may seem strange to heat a home with the warmth 
of winter air, but heat is present all the way down to 
minus 460 degrees Fahrenheit - or "absolute zero". 
Eighty-six percent of the heat in the air at 100 degrees in 
still there at zero; however, for the ptirposes of home 
hating, it is more difficult to extract. 

In winter, a cold liquid refrigerant in the outdiwr coil 
picks up heat from the warmer air around it and 
becomes a gas. The gas is then pushed through a 
compressor where it picks up even more heat as it travels 
toward the indoor unit. The cooler air inside the house 
absorbs heat from the gas, which turns back to liquid 
form as it cools and is pushed outside to begin the 
process again. 

The fefrigeration cycle described above is far more 
efflcieni than the electrical re$istane cycle used by the 



central electric furnace and Ihe baseboard heating 
system which work essentially like huge electric toasters. 
While an electric furnace takes one wail of electricity 
and delivers one watt of energy, a heat pump can yield 
up to two or three watts for every one it consumes. 

Heat pumps cost about the same to install in a new 
home as an oil furnace and central air conditioning 
combination. When compared to the electric healing 
and air conditioning system, the real saving is evidenced 
in operating costs, which are reduced as much as SO 
ITcrcent . 

The major drawback of heal pumps is that their 
efllcicncy drops as temperatures outside fall. To collect 
enough heat from outside during extremely cold days, 
Ihe heat pump wouM have to be equipped with huge 
outside coils. This wtHild be impraclical and cosily so 
builders in this area add on an auxiliary system (usuaHy 
electric resistance heal) ^o handle the heating needs of 
a home during very cold days. These supplementary 
systems usually provide a 75 to 100 percent back-up. 

There has been some experimentation with tying a 
heat pump system to a solar system, or combining it 
with another form of energy. Some heat pumps run 
simultaneously with a second .system, but this is 
inefficient since both must run at the same lime. There 
is, however, a move toward the use of a mixed fuel 
system whereby an automatic thermostat switches from 
the heat pump to the furnace when temperatures fall 
below the pump's efficient range and switches back as 
the temperature rises. 

The heal pump is still a new system, and some critics 
say that a final assessment of the product cannot be 
made until iis long-term efficiency and repair record is 
available. However, dollar for dollar, it Is. at present, 
still the inosi reasonable way lo heat and cool a new 
home. 



Proposed legal ethics opMon 
warns against mlsiise off funds 
In real estate purchase, sale 

It is unethical for a Virginia lawyer to deliver any 
checks on his trust account in connection with a real 
'estate settlement until monies intended for that 
settlement are actually received in his trust account and 
not subject to stop payment or dishonor by the issuing 
bank.

Under a Virginia Supreme Court rule, the public must 
be given notice of and invited to comment on the 
proposed bar opinion at least 75 days before it is 
considered for approval by the Virginia State Bar 
Council, which will meet April 27 in Arlington. 

According to the Legal Ethics Committee, there have 
been instances in Virginia in which lawyers used other 
clients' funds to cover a check issued on behalf of a 
client in a real estate transaction until the funds 
intended for that transaction were actually received in 
the lawyer's account, usually a short time. 

The question presented in proposed Advisory Legal 
Ethics Opinion 182 is: "When may the attorney who 
serves as settlement or closing attorney in connection 
with the purchase and/or mortgage financing of real 
estate ethically disburse funds from his trust account? ' ' 

The Legal Ethics Committee, in its conclusion, says: 
"The attorney may disburse funds from his trust 
account only when the funds are actually in the 
attorney's trust account." 



Deductions permitted ffor 
some auto expenses — 



Taxpayers may be able 
to claim as tax di*ductions 
expenses incurred when 
using their automobile for 
business, moving, 
charitable and medical 
purposes, i^e Internal 
Revenue Service advised. 

Those who keep record 
of actual costs may claim 
operatiAf^ «lipense$ and 
fixed expensies, such as 
depreciation and 
insurance, for business use 
of their automobile. But 
for deductible 

nonbusiness uses, only 
operating expenses may be 
claimed. 

Instead of claiming 
actual expenses, taxpayers 
may use an optional 
mileage allowance 
method. Taxpayers can 
deduct 17 cents per mile 
for the first 15.000 and 10 
ccnis per mile for each 
additional mile when liicir 
automobile is used for 
business purposes. 
Individuals who use their 
automobile for charitable, 



medical, or moving 
expenses are allowed 7 
.cents per mile under tax 
guidelines. In all 
instances, parking and toll 
fees may be claimed in 
addition lo ihe mileage 
rate. 

If the taxpayer was 
TtimbiirtKd" -iot^' •iht' 
expeiiscsf by his or her 
employer, only the 
amount of the expenses in 
excess of ihe 

reimbursement may be 
deducted. If the 
employer's reimbursement 
exceeds the employee's 
expenses, the amount of 
the excess reimbursemcni 
must be shown as gross 
income, the IKS said.

One of the largest defense procurements for 1979 may 
be in the form of a new sophisticated 59-ton tank called 
the XM-1. With a price tag of nearly 1 million dollars 
each, the Army's new XM-1 main battle tank may soon 
be replacing the M-60 tank which has been in use since 
the early 1950's. 

At present, NATO countries are heavily outnumbered 
by Warsaw Pact tanks in Europe, the XM-1 may help 
offset this numerical disadvantage. Tests being 
conducted at Ft. Bliss, Texas will soon determine the 
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operational effectiven«s and military utility of the XM- 

A local man. Specialist Four James Hedgepeth of 
Virginia Beach, is an important part of this testing. For 
nearly 1 1 months, Hedgepeth and the members of his 
unit have beoi involved in the second phase of testing 
for the XM-1. Tests will end later this month. 
Operational Test II (OTII), as it is called, places 5 XM-1 
prototype tanks against 5 M-60 tanks. These tests are 
providing (^mparison of how much of an advantage the 
new tank has over a battle proven M-60 model . 

Hedgepeth, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ollen Hedgepeth 
of Virginia Beach, is assigned to H Company. 2nd 
Squadron, 3rd Armored Cavalry at Ft. Bliss. During the 
testing he is working as a driver of an XM-1 tank. 

As the XM-1 driver, Hedgepeth sits in the front center 
compartment of the tank. Laying almost flat in a 
specially designed seat, he navigates by viewing through 
three large periscopes which are also equipped with 
windshield wipers. At night he looks through a special 
telescope which emits absolutely no light, yet while 
looking through the scope even on the darkest of nights 
h appears to be daylight outside. 

He controls the 1.500 horsepower turbine engine 
using steering and throttle controls similar to those 
found on motorcycles. He has at his disposal an 
instrument panel which contains a variety of different 
warning lights which warn of any problems such as low 
electrolyte levels in the batteries or clogged up air filters. 

Hedgepeth joined the Army in December 1975 and 
took basic training at Ft. Knox, Kentucky. "1 joined the 
Army to see what it was like. Later I found out that I 
really liked it," said the 24-^r-old soldier. 

Captain Dstnd Cowan. Commander of H Company, 
praised the work of Hedgepeth and his fellow ^Idlers. 
"The people I've got working for me are some of the 
finest tankers in the world. They've gone through the 
most extensive training period and through the most 
(^landing testing that probably anyone has ever been 
in. I've had many comments made to me by xnior 
officers and officials that the things we have been doing 
here during the testing could only be more difficult if we 
were w^i& actual (xunbat conditions. The nrnt have 
worked day and night under all conditions and through 
It all tw'jvt kept tf^ M^jMi schedule." 

Interest in the imw tank goa beyond the Army. 
According to Bripidl# General Kfchani D. Lawrence, 
Chief of the Tank fttenapment Office, the Marine 
Cor|» is also expected to pr(x;ure the XM< 1 . 



The Chrysler Defense Group, which is building the 
tank, has received approval from the Defense 
Department to cooperate with Dutch government 
officials who are interested in co-producing the XM-1 in 
their country. Other NATO countries have also 
expressed interest in acquiring the new tank . 

Although the five prototype XM-l's used a 105mm 
main gun during OTII. considerations are under way to 
have later versions mount a smooth bore 120mm high 
velocity main gun. This change would not require any 
significant structual modification. The larger gun is 
preferred by NATO. With testing officials calling it the 
most advanced and sophisticated tank in the world, the 
XM-1 may become the tank of the future.

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Tax retorns must show 
correct filing status

Ydur filing status, indicated by checking the 
appropriate numbered box on the face of the tax return, 
is important. It determines which tax table you should 
use to find the correct tax rate. 

The choices of filing status are: single; married filing 
a joint return; married filing separately; unmarried head 
of household, or qualifying widow or widower with a 
dependent child. These choices are easy to determine, 
but certain rules govern qualifications for each status. 

Single. All taxpayers whc do not qualify in another 
filing status must file as single. 

Mtrried Taxpayers. You are considered married for 
the entire year if on the last day of the tax year one of 
the following categories applies: 

• married and living as husband and wife; 

• living together under common law marriage in a state 
where the common law marriage is recognized; 

• married and living apart but not legally separated 
under a final decree of divorce or separate maintenance; 

• separated under an interlocutory divorce decree; 

• if either spouse died during the year, the surviving 
spouse is considered married for the entire year. 

Some married persons can file as single or as 
unmarried head of household instead of using the rules 
for married filing separately. Thus, if one spouse 
itemizes deductions, it isn't necessary for the other to 
itemize. 

Although married, you may file as a single person if 
all of the following tests are met: 

• you file a separate return; 

• you paid more than half the cost of maintaining your 
home for the tax year; 

• your spouse did not live in your home at any time 
during the tax year; 

• for more than six months of the tax year, your home 
was the principal residence of your child or stepchild 
whom you can claim as a dependent. 

In another situation, you may file as head of 
household and, although married, check unmarried 
head of household as your filing status if your home was 
the principal residence for your child or stepchild for the 
entire tax year. 
r::^Although married, you and your spoiiise may'elect to 
file jointly or separately. The tax may be lower if you 
file a joint return, because the tax computation for it 
splits the joint income reported and uses a lower tax 
rate. A joint r etur n must include al^ income^ excjnptions , 
and deductions of both spouses. Both must use the same 
accounting period but may use different accounting 
methods. The husband and wife must sign a joint 
return. 

When each spouse had iricome, they may file separate 
returns instead of a joint return. Each should report

Technically, Cox liad the lead before the game had 
even begun.

Both teams traded scores until 
Williams' thievery stung Cox again as his steal and two 
free throws closed the gap to one point with 1:14 left in 
the third quarter.

themselves to constructing no more than 372 units on 

the property. 

Ms. Bobbie Michaels, president of the First Colonial 
Civic League, which, she said, is not a member of the 
Great Neck Association, cited as the basis for 
opposition congestion of First Colonial Road and the 
fact that the new school is not scheduled for completion 
until ,1964. The association had earlier in the 
proceedings approved the rezoning requests only to 
"withdraw approval later. '^ 

Larry Wilson, president of the Great Neck Meadows 
Civic League, also complained that the rezonings would 
create a 400 percent increase in density. If the property 
were rezoned, he said, there would be pressure on the 
council to downzone the surrounding area. 

The rezoning on the Hofheimer tract was sought to 
permit developers td continue developing Middle 
Plantation, an affluent subdivision. 
""^E. Kenneth Day, representing the applicants and also 
one of the developers, said that he would furnish 
assurances from the owners That they would not try to 
rezone their remaining holdings in the area which are 
also zoned R-I. He said it was the only subdivision in 
Virginia Beach utilizing the open space option. That is, 
property which would ordinarily be part of private lots 
is used for community open sp^ceareas. 

He said that although R-3 zoning will permit lot sizes 
to be as small as 12,000 square feet, the minimum lot 
size in the development would be 18,500 square feet 
with lots as large as two acres close to the water. R-1 
zoning requires lot Mze to be a minimum of 40,000 
square feet, close to an acre. 

Day said that 120 units are planned for the tract 
which comes to 1 .4 units per acre, the same average 
density throughout the Little Neck area. The original 
zoning for the Middle Planation Subdivision already 
under construction was R-2 and R-3. 

Attorney James Pickrell, representing the Little 
Neck, Redwing Farms and King's Grant Civic Leagues, 
presented a petition with 603 signatures of people 
opposing the application. 

He emphasized that the present Middle Planation is 
oeing built under existing zoning. The development of 
one area is no reason to throw away existing zoning, he 
said. Pickrell said that R-1 zoning in the city is fast 
vanishing. Among the 1,581 acres zoned R-1 still 
remaining in the city 433 are in this area, he said. "If 
you grant this, you will be granting (rezoning) for the 
whole area." 

Day maintained that R-I, R-2 and R-3 classifications 
were ait considered low density zoning and were 
thercfoie in keeping with the Little Neck plan. 

Reid Ervin said it made more sense to him to have 
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grass swales than curbs and gutters in some areas. 

Councilman Donald S. Merrick placed R-I zoning in 
the same class as waterfront property. He said both are 
. becoming more scarce. 

Councilman John A. Baum said that R-I zoning was 
left over from the-Prmcess Anne County days when "we 
needed it for water and sewer." He said that the more 
restrictive zoning is in the north end, the more pressure 
there will be in the south end of the cityi He said that 
many of the people living in R-I areas now, couldn't 
afford to buy fn those areas now. 

Ervin said that farm areas area a valuable resource 
and R-1 areaslfre equally valuable. The basic question is 
can we take any application before us. "Most (are here) 
because some developer wants to make a few more 
dollars." He said he believed in the profit concept, but 
that people who live in an area Have a right to expect to 
continue to live as they are. 

Mayor Standing said that when R-1 areas are not up 
to standards (curbs and gutters, water and sewer) it 
costs the city money. Line fees and tap on fees do not 
pay for improvements. "No one can develop R-I with 
today's standards..." Earlier development included less 
expensive septic tanks, secondary roads and no curbs 
and gutters, he said. 

Ervin said thai "nobody has convinced me that you 
can't develop R-1. If you increase the density you 
increase the tax burden." 



In other zoning actions, council denied two rezoning 
petitions in Kempsville. 

John E. and Myra A. Creekmore were denied their 
application for a change of zoning from R-2 Residential 
District to R-5 ResMential District on a 1.07-acre parcel 
at the southeast intersection of Princess Avenue and 
Avalon Avenue. The existing zoning allows one single- 
family home while the proposed zoning allows three 
single-family homes. 

Howard Jones, an area resident opposed the 
application. He said that "he (Creekmore) has caused 
us enough trouble this year. He's trying to subdivide a 
subdivision." 

Willis. Realty was also denied its application for a 
change of zoning from R-6 Residential District to R-9 
Residential Townhouse District on a 3.28 acre parcel 
and for a change of zoning from B-2 Community- 
Business District to R-8 Residenlial Townhouse District 
on a 1 .32 acre parcel. Both parcels arc on the east side of 
Thalia Road, north of Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

The Planning Commission recommended approval. 
The Thalia Civic League opposed the petition because it 
would change the character of the neighborhood.

legislation be considered an emergency so that the city 

jvould not have to wail until July 1 to benefit from the 

action. 

Hanbury made his remarks in answer to comments by 
the Rev. Barnett Thourogood, chairman of the 
Community Advisory Committee, who said that citizens 
are "concerned about low interest loans and grants for 
(utilities) hook-ups." Community Development funds 
will be needed to provide the loans and grants to target 
area residents for hook-ups once the lines are 
constructed in their neighborhoods. The people will also 
need loans and grants for rehabilitation of homes which 
are lacking facilities to take advantage of the services. 

Hanbury said that the city is proceeding "just as fast 
as we can." He said that the non-profit corporation will 
probably make funds available first for grants for the 
extremely low-income people. For the higher income 
people, a loan program will be established. 

The CAC expects to have 75 percent of the work in 
the target areas already underway completed by June 30 
of this eyar. Recommendations made by Thourogood 
for expenditure of the fifth year grant of $2.4 million 
included the reservation of $380,000 for water and 
sewer which would be added to $120,000 already carried 
over from previous years. This money would be used for 
water and sewer hook-ups. 

He also reported that $515,000 is also available for 
rehabilitation loans and grants, which with an 
additional $250,000 from the Fifth Year grant would 
provide $765,000 to help people take advantage of 
utilities when they are available. 

To be ready to assist people when the time comes for 
improving their homes and hooking up, the CAC is also 
recommending the addition of an inpector estimator 
and housing coordinator. 

The CAC also recommends: 

1. Completion of Gracetown water and sewer 
projects. 

2. Completion of Atlantis Park water. 

3. Continuation of Queen City water and sewer. 

4. A clarification of the status of Burton Station. 
Although this is a target area nothing has been done 
there because of the Norfolk Port and Indu strial 
Authoritie's threat to take over the area. The City of 
Virginia Beach is being asked td step in and obtain 
specific commitments from the authority. 

5. Improve the drainage in Newsome Farms. The 
people have been asking for improvements for three 
years. 

6. The inclusion of three additional target areas, 
Centerville Turnpike, Reedtown and Lake Smith, and 
the study for possible inclusion as target areas of Great 
Neck Manor, Little Neck, Stumpy Lake and Brownie 
Park. 

Chris Ward, representing Volunteers of America, 
also requested Community Development funds for a 
Child Development Center. The organization at present 
has an arrangement with Tidewater Community 



College, but has a problem with space. Ward sgid that 
there is a need for a center for children of mothers 
attending TCC and asked that $75,000 be set aside for a 
feasibility study. 

Howard Cullum executive director of the Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation Board, asked for funds 
for two projects t© serve the handicapped. One, for 
$75,000, was for the relocation of an adult activity 
center to the former Miller's property, now used by the 
city, and the other for $20,000 to $30,000 for land 
acquisition and improvements for a Group Home for 
Mentally Retarded Adults. Available for the project, he 
said, is $313,000 in Department of Housing and Urban 
Development money. 

Council will consider the recommendations March 5. 
On March 21 the CJitizens i«i,dvisory Committee will 
meet to consider a three-year plan required under 
Community Development guidelines.

Virginia Beach quilting guild 
breathes new life into dying art

Quilting may be thought of as a dying art by many, 
but not by a growing number of women in Virginia 
Beach. Bonnie Lucy of Thoroughgood, who receptly 
formed the Tidewater Quitters Guild, has been so 
overwhelmed with response to the group she is 
convinced that quilting is here to stay. 

"1 kept waiting for someone else to start a club," says 
the mother of three who took'up quilting five years ago. 
'*! had a friend in a weaving guild and I wished there 
was something for the quilter. 

"1 had done a couple of craft shows and there were 
always questions about quilting. So at one show I set 
out a notebook for people to sign if they were interested

in forming a club. 1 got 60 names in two days, so I knew 
there was definite interest . " 

A trip to a quilting conference in Washington O.C. 
last summer brought Mrs. Lucy in toudi with the rising 
national interest in the craft. She returned to Virginia 
Beach inspired. Soon after, the Tidewater Quilters 

Guild wasbc-n. 

"I call it an explosion," she laughs. "Everyone wants 
to ti> quilting -- they sort of get hooked on it. There's 
been so much response to the local guild, we're already 
looking for a larger meeting place." 



Becky Blevins of Virginia Beach, vice president of the 
guild, says, 'A lot of people relate quilts back;^o their 
. childhood and their grandmother. Quilts ar«,AHtappy 
(mrt of the past. J^ 

"I started quilting 10 years ago because I wai^d my 
one daughter to have a quilt for her bed. I had i^oWn up 
with them and I wanted her to. 

Mrs. Lucy adds, "When you see a quilt you know a 
lot of time, interest, planning and love went into it" 

"We don't give lessons, and we don't »ew at 
the meetings. We have programs." 

Members of the quilters guild meet to share ideas. and 
methods, she explains. "We don't give lessons, asp we 
don'tsew at the meetings. We have programs." S: 

For the March meeting members will bring in "their 
collections of quilting books and publications to pass 
around. 

"We have a 'sharing time' at each meeting whefe we 
show things we've made," Mrs. Blevins says. '*'In 
March we'll show things to wear, like quilted vests «nd 
aprons. Our theme for February featured hearts and 
flowers patterns." 

Future programs will discuss antique quilts, and how 
to use quilts throughout the house as, say, Wail 
coverings, table coverings or lampshades. Local authors 
and quilting experts will also give presentations. 

"One idea we have is for each member to make a quilt 
block of her own design that has something to do with 
the area," says Mrs. Lucy. "We'll put them together as 
sort of a 'Tidewater quilt. Then we'll l^d it for xlisfday 
at courthouses or city functions. 

Mrs. Lucy says she began quilting in 1974. 
"Everytime I went back to North Carolina to see my 
relatives they tortured me by bringing out all the 
beautiful quilts they'd made. When my children all 
started school I decided to take up the hobby." 

Donna MacDougall of Virginia Beach, who writes the 
guild's newsletter, explains that none of her relatives 
quilt. "One day I just decided I wanted to make a quift. 
I use a 15-inch round wooden embroidery hoop instead 
of a large quilting frame." ,;^?,,^. "— "' 

YOtt'tm uiit^ jrottr quirtini' metfiod to your'situation 
Mrs. Lucy says. "There are different styles and sizes of 
frames, so you can quilt even if you live in a trailer!" 

"Today there are several men on the cfuilting 
scene. They're mostly working with color and 
design, sort of free-form things." 

One thing quilters are particular about, though, is the 
type of fabric they use. "Most prefer 100 percent 
cotton" she says. "It has a nice feel and is easy to quilt, 
as the needle glides easily." 

But the sky is really the limit when it comes to pattern 
and fabric, she adds. "You can use velvets and 
polyesters; satins are nice. People used to make 'crazy 
quilts of satin, velvet and taffeta. They used their 
fanciest stitches and displayed them in the main rooms 
of the old Victorian houses. 

"Today there are several prominent men on the 
quilting scene.

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Training cruise aboard Sumter gives 
students cliance to experience Navy life 



It was an unusual crew that reported for duty abo'ard 
the U.S.S. Sumter on Wednesday evening, Feb. 7. 
Thirty-three cadets from the Virginia peach Public 
Schools N«OTtpra«ratw boarded ship font two-day 
training and indoctrination cruise. 

Ranging in age from 14 to 18, the students gathered 
from Kempsville High School, Kempsville Junior High 
and Brandon Junior High under the direction of 
NJROTC instructor John J. Dow. 

The 522-foot-long U.S.S. Sumter departed Little 
Creek at 0800 Thursday morning under the command of 
Cmdr. Fred W. Olds. Cadets were free to roam the ship 
and mingle with the crew. 

"It was my first time on a cruise," student Bill Daruk 
commented later."It really gave me a chance to know 
what Navy life is really like. 1 wish I could do it again. 
The experience made me take a positive second look at 
the Navy. 

On board, cadets were given jobs to do such as 
painting, swabbing the decks and standing watches. 
Tours of the ship were conducted by regular crew 
members and the students watched a movie describing 
the functions of a landing ship tank(LST). 

The second day of the cruise brought bad weather, 
with the wind gusting up to 25 knots and the wind chill 
factor reducing the temperature to below zero. The 



rough seas delayed docking until around 1630 on 
Friday. 

But the cadets were undaunted. Lt. Executiye. Qfflcer . 
Mark Boulden, a student at Ke^psrjMe Ififli SdKxrf, 
labgjedlhe cruise a success. 

"Cooperation on all levels, from every individual, 
made the cruise a learning experience as well as an 
enjoyable one," he said. "1 think the NJROTC 
program is underated by some students who aren't in it 
because they don't understand it. If they realized our 
purpose and spirit, they'd understand what we do 
here." 

He pointed out that the group's rifle team placed I Ith 
in the nation last year and was awarded the Oberholz 
Award for being the best rifle team in Virginia Beach. 

There are six schools in Virginia Beach that offer 
NJROTC. There is no military obligation and girls are 
allowed to join. 

Out of 2700 students at Kempsville High, 60 are 
enrolled in NJROTC. Classes meet everyday, with 
uniforms mandatory on Tuesday and Thursdays. 

Cadets attend classes in navigation, operations and 
military drill. Girls make up 20 to 30 percent of the 
classes. 

The Navy supplies about $1600 a year to support the 
program.

Stable dollar needed 
for success of 
Savings Bond program 

Like the nickel candy bar and other victims 
of inflation, the $25 U.S. Savings Bond is 
being discontinued by the Treasury. The 
government should be humbled, if not 
humiliated, in announcing the small bond's 
demise. 

A government which sells bonds to citizens 
as a long-term investment certainly has a 
responsibility to preserve the value of its 
currency, so profound is tlje failure of the U.S. 
government in that respect that $18.75 — the 
amount the government now borrows when it 
issues a bond worth $25 at maturity — is too 
much of a pittance to be worth all the 
paperwork. 

Starting next year the cheapest bonds 
offered by the Treasury will cOst $25, 
redeemable in 12 years for $50, thus paying an 
annual interest rate of 6 percent. How well 
they do in the marketplace may depend on 
whether the Treasury can convince investors 
that they will not be short-changed when they 
collect $50 in 1992 for the $25 they loaned the 
government in 1980.

Loophole allows 
students \q forget 
loan repayment 

The last Congress enacted the first major 
revision of federal bankruptcy laws in 40 
years. Under the pressure of last fall's 
adjournment deadline, the House and Senate 
took the extraordinary step of reconciling their 
separate and conflicting bills without 
submitting them to a conference committee. 

An apparent consequence of taking such a 
short-cut with a complicated piece of 
legislation has surfaced in the federal courts in 
San Diego, Calif. Inadvertently, we must 
assume, Congress opened the way for students 
fresh out of college to use bankrupty as a 
means of discharging debts for government 
grants and student loans that paid for their 
education. 

Keep tax records 

Federal law requires a taxpayer to keep the necessary 
records to prepare a complete and accurate income tax 
return. You must also keep your records for as long as 
their contents may be material in administering any 
internal Revenue law. 
Records to keep — 

• receipts, cancelled checks and other evidence to prove 
amounts claimed as deductions; 

• any documents to prove an overpayment of tax if a 
claim for refund is made; 

• copies of tax returns filed. 
How long to keep records — 

• Records that support an item of income or a deduction 
must be kept until the statute of limitations for the 
return expires (three years from the date the return 
was due or filed, or two years from the date the tax 
was paid, whichever occurs later). 

• Other records, that concern income averaging or 
property transactions — purchase of a home, for 
as long as they are material. 

• Copies of tax returns filed should be kept since they 
may be helpful in preparing future returns.

A city-wide recreation and community center is in the 
works if plans of a conglomerate of toqal organizations 
are carried out. 

Fred Aucamp, representing the Good Government

The facility would include an indoor swimming pool, 
gymnasium, tennis courts, meeting rooms and offices 
for United Communities Fund agencies. ... 

Aucamp said that the center was planned to serve all 
the people of all age groups in the city. Groups which 
have already pledged their support include the Good 
Government Association, an eccumenical group in 
Princess Anne Plaza, Ruritans, Lions, Health, Welfare 
and Recreation Planning Council and the Virginia 
Beach Federation of Women's Clubs. ... 

The group is hoping for a 26-acre site in the Princess 
Anne Plaza area. It has been tentatively called the 
Community Services Park. ... 

...In other business, the Commission proposed that a 
new surfing area be established at Croatan Beach. The 
area is at the end of Washington Street in Camp 
Pendleton. A statement in the surfing report read, "The 
Parks and Recreation Department feels that the existing 
time limits and designated surfing areas have been 
established in a fair manner and cannot be improved 
upon. However, the Department does feel that if an 
additional surfing area can be established in the Croatan 
Beach area, if only for one summer, it would help to 
solve the dangerous conditions that presently exist at the 
Steel Pier surfing area during the summer season."

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College students urged 
to report changes 

Students getting sociiil security benefits arc urged lo 
report changes. Vlicrc arc 6()0,<)00 or more siudcnis 
gelling monthly siKial security checks and a great many 
oCihem aiieiid schools in Tidewater. Ii's important that 
they report certain ihing.s to social security. 

Students should be sure lo lei social .security know if 
they have a change in earnings, school enrollment, 
address or if ihey become married. 

Students can get monthly social security' payments 
when a parent gets retirement or disability benefits or 
when an insured parent dies. They can continue to get 
payment up lo age 22 p long as they are attending an 
accredited school on a full time basis. 

The changes mentioned above - earnings, school 
enrollment or marital status can affect their payments. 

If a Tidewater student - |8 or over • is getting .social 
security payments and leaves school or starts attending 
on a part-time basis, he or she should notify the social 
security office immediately. 

They are obligated to tell us of ihe.se changes so we 
can stop the monthly benefits, as required by law. 

A student's toial yearly earnings from part-time 
employment or temporary jobs or any sclf-employmeni 
income can also affect social security payments. 

Any Tidewater student - who receives social security - 
and knows his or her earnings for 1979 will exceed 
$3,480 should report ihi.s to the social security office. 
Otherwise, checks may be sent when a student is not 
entitled to them - and they will have to be paid back. 

Students who have questions about their benefits can 
visit or call the social security office nearest to where 
they are. — — 

The Norfolk Social Security Office is at 366UJ 
Virginia^ Beach ^Ivd., Norfolk. Virginia and the 
telephone number is 441-6401. 
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The matter blew up about a month ago when 
residents of Thoroughgood learned that the developers 
planned commercial structures to house specialty shops 
and professional offices on about 12 acres of land 
previously undeveloped off Pleasure House Road at the 
entrance to Thoroughgood.

Although a total of 48 
accidents were reported during the storm's passage, 
there were no reports of serious injuries, and all 
accidents were of a minor nature. 

Flooding up to one foot was reported on several 
streets in the city, and water was said to be about a foot 
deep in the flooding of a Tinee Giant supermarket at 
Baltic Avenue and 29th Street on Sunday. The most 
severe flooding was reported on roadways of the Broad 
Bay and Lynnhaven areas. Numerous cars were flooded 
out in attempts to drive on thoroughfares on Bay 
Island.

The Maternity Unit at General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach has announced several changes in visiting hours 
and policies effective immediately. 

Each new mother may designate the baby's father or 
one other peson as her "Parenting Partner." This 
person may visit in the mother's room at any time 
between 10 a.m. and 10 p.m., with a special Parenting 
Partner pass which will be issued by the nurses. The pass 
is not transferable. Any parenting partner who will be in 
a room when the babies are brought to their mothers 
must scrub and wear a sterile gown. 

The hospital has also extended hours when sibling 
visitation is permitted in the nursery area. Children aged 
2-12 will now be allowed to view their new brothers and 
sisters through the nursery windows from 2-4 p.m. and 
7-8:30 p.m., if accompanied by an adult. Only two 
children per family may be in the nursery area at one 
time. The children may also visit with their mothers in 
the second-floor lobbies during these hours. No children

Over the next 10 years, demand is expected to 
continue and grow to an ^ll-time high due to the 
continuing influx of buyers born during the post- World 
War II baby boom, the perception of home ownership

In the last few years new programs to extend greater 
purchasing power to the home buyer have been 
developed.

Jhere may have been a rat race for the Beach District 
b as ke tball title this seasoiH-andy^s^ on e coach pat it. 



'Any team in this district can beat any other team on a 
given night," but when it came to selecting the five top 
ballplayers at the Beach, the decision was a clear-cut 
orte. 

Each district coach named his choice of the five best 
District ballplayers, excluding players from his own 
team. He then named the ballplayers he felt deserved to 
be on a "second" team. 
- Not surprisingly, the coaches were unanimous in their 
choices of four of the ballplayers on the Beach All- 
District team, and the fifth ballplayer, Wendell Henry, 
received a first place vote from every coach but one. 

Here is a look at the 1978-79 Virginia Beach All- 
District team: 



Daryl Christian- In terms of team wins and losses, it 
was a disappointing year for this Kellam junior, as the 
Knights could muster only two wins in 18 starts. But in 
terms of individual performance, the 6'5" Eastern 
Region scoring leader had a stellar season, in more ways 
than just scoring points. 

"He's the best player at the Beach," states Kellam 
coach Al Bailey matter-of-factly. "He's not only 
averaging 27 points a game, but he's got 1 1 rebounds a 
game, and something like three blocked shots a game. 

"He helps us bring it down against the press, and he is 
very unselfish. I bet he hasn't taken more than ten bad 
shots all year. 

Christian, who plays strictly forward for the Knights, 
will be returning next season. How does his future look, 
both next season and possibly thereafter? 

"If he devotes himself this summer to playing in the 
backcourt, he could play well in major college 
competition," says Bailey, a former coach with the now 
defunct Virginia Squires, 

"He has the talent to play forward at the major 
college level, and there is no question that he can score, 
but whether he can rebound and play defense at forward 
at his present size is questionable." 



How difficult was it for the talented junior to 
reconcile his team's frustrating season with his own 
individual accomplishments? 

"He takes losses very hard," sayd Bailey. "It bothers 
himr-Wrhas^uch^ great^sire tohe awinner , a n d it 's 
been difficult for him, and for the rest of the team, to 
lose." 

Fortunately for Christian, and unfortunately for 
Kellam opponents, this dismal season for the Knights 
won't be his last. t 

Mike Downs - Down's final season at the Beach came 
to an early end when be broke his foot in a late-season 
encounter with First Colonial. But his talents are well-" 
recognized by District coaches, and it should surprise no 
one to find him as an unanimous selection on the All- 
'District team. 

As the hub of Kempsville's attack. Downs showed the 
ability to score both inside, with smooth moves and 
good jumping ability, and outside, with a soft, accurate 
jump shot. 

Chief coach Bill Cochrane occasionally needed 



Downs to bring the ball upcourt against pressing 
defenses, and the 6'5" Chief center, who played guard 
earlier in his career, was aptly able to answer the call. 
Downs's irflportance to the Chiefs was reflected by 



then-T5erformance with and without hifh. Prior to his 
injury, the Chiefs were a surging Contender for the 
District crown. Without him, Kempsville faded and had 
to hang on to claim a District tournament spot. 

Rich Davidson - Transferring from North Carolina to 
Cox at the beginning of this season, Davidson was an 
unknown commodity to Beach District observers. But 
he took little time in establishing himself as the 
dominant big man at the Beach. 

Building their defense around the broad-shouldered 
giant, the Falcons picked up steam earlyin the year and- 
foiled to the Beach District regular season oiowiik . . , , 

"Davidson is the best big man, going to the boards 
offensively, I've ever had," says Cox coach George 
Ontko. "He does a good job of taking the ball to the 
hoop, and when he gets the ball, he knows what to do 
with it."

While Davidson averaged nearly 16 points a game for 
Cox, his worth to the Falcons was primarily on defense. 

"He's definitely the key to our del^efise. He's an 
intimidating factor," states Ontko. "He equalizes or

offsets pthw opponents' big men. without him, we'd 
definitely be at a loss." 

Myron Goffigan - It only makes sense that Cox, 
riding a balanced attack to the District championship, 
should place two players on the Alt-District team. 

While Davidson \anchored Cox's inside game on 
defense, Goffigan mkde things happen at the offensive 
end of the floor. And according to Ontko, it was 
Goffigan's ability to discipline his floor game that was a ''' 
key to Cox's success^ 

"Hedottn't take many bad shots," says Ontko. "His 
whole ball game is run and^hoot, knd he did a heckiiva 
job adjusting to our controlled type of offense. 

"He's definitely our best outside shooter. If he played 
in a different type of system, he could average 30 points 
a game." 

But in the Cox system, Goffigan didn't need to score 
30 points to be effective. His 16-point average, 
combined with the rest of the balanced Falcon attack, 
served adequately as the Falcon spearhead. 

Wendell Henry - Bayside's late-season surge put the 
Marlins into the District tournament, and the key to 
Bayside's success was Wendell Henry's crystallization. 

"His attitude has changed so much since Christmas," 
observes Bayside coach Johnny Dollar. "He wasn't the 
ballplayer I knew he could be. " 

After the solution of inner team problems, Henry 
became the ballplayer Dollar hoped for and he began to 
assert himself as the team leader. 

Of Henry's take-charge attitude. Dollar says, 
"Wendell came into his own. He's not a selfish 
ballplayer. He leads the team in assists - if somebody's 
open, he'll give it up. He plays at both ends of the 
floor." 

Combining his quickness on defense with a 19-point 
average, Henry was the major reason for Bayside's 
surge, and his personal surge landed him an All-District 
berth.

He opens the handkerchiel; in 
the center lies a small while object. 

"My goodness, Liebchen, you lost another one and 
such a pretty looth." 

"See, Sam; it came from here." The child giggled and 
pushed up her lip; a dark space appears, a place where a 
front tooth once was. "It didn't hurt a bit. I just pushed 
on it with my tongue and it popped out - on the floor." 

"That's wonderful! Come, I will walk you home for I 
must get back to my tailoring, i^ere, be careAil not to 
lose your tooth." 

Sarah's face lurncd ashen. "I knew there was 
^ someone . . .** 

The man turned, look the girl's hand in his and they 

walked slowly toward the tenements down the street, 
""the child started skipping as she loolced up at her 
companion: "Will il happen tonight, Sam?" 

"That I am certain, Ahavati, wait and see." He put 
his finger against the side of his nose, looked down at 
his little friend and winked "You will see."

Sam became more tired as he worried about Sarah's 
illness. But he continued lo work and occupy himself so 
that he had little lime to think about his wife and his lost 
children. 

Sam' loved children. He knew ihe first names of every 
child under ten. He knew their parenls: Jewish, Polish. 
Itahan, Irish, German. FreiKh. names. He knew the 
children's favorite fairy tales, when they had stomach 
aches, when they were sad, when Ihey scuffed their 
knees, when they were hui^ry and especially— when 
Ihey had a loose tooth.

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Partial solar eclipse

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A partial solar eclipse, 
caused when the moon 
moves between the earth 
and the sun, will occur in 
Virginia from 10:50 a.m. - 
1:23 p.m.

Virginia Beach residents 
will be able to view the 
eclipse, weather

One safe 
viewing method is to 
project the image of the 
sun through the eyepiece 
of a telescope onto a 
screen, which could be 
made from a piece of 
white paper and held a few 
inches from the eyepiece; 
or to project the image 



through a pinhole in a 
cardboard box.

Desalting cost pro|ection 
triples since last summer 



The cost of des^Unizing brackish water 
at a Cape Coral, HtMida plant has turned 
out to be triple the amount projected here 
last summer. 

Figures given Virginia Beach Public 
Utilities director Aubrey Watts last 
summer after a visit to the Florida plant, 
led to projections of 42 cents to 75 cents 
per 1, 000 gallons. 

A recent visit produced additional costs 
not reported in the original estimate 
which brings the total cost to $1,428 per 
1,000 gallons of water. Originally 
reported costs amounted to 43 cents per 
1,000 gallons. 

Virginia Beach has been selected as one 
of the demonstration sites of 
desalinization by the Office of Water 
Re^arch and Technology. No decision 
has been made on the extent of 
government participation but 
expectations are that the government will 
pick up the tab for at least 90 percent and 
as much as 100 percent of the cost. 

The local plant is expected to be started 
in 1980 with completion by 1981 . 

Giles Dodd, assistant to the city 
manager for finance and research, who 
reviewed the reverse osmosis plant in 
Florida, presented the costs incurred by 
the plant. The Virginia Beach plant will 
also be a reserse osmosis plant. Dodd 



cattWlJfietl ttflf * cottparisohs~^etweeh 
plants should consider differences in 
electricity rates, sources and costs of 
blending water and the amount of total 
dissolved solids contained in the raw 
water. 

Among the costs not included with the 
original report were depreciation for plant 
and equipment, depreciation on 
membrane, administrative expenses and 
fringe benefits. 

The total cost for the year ending June 
30 was $850,849. The Virginia Plant is 
expected to have a design capacity to 
produce 2 million gallons a day. The 
Florida plant is designed -to "produce 3'/i 
million gallons a day. 

Councilman Donald Merrick, who also 
visited the plant, told council Monday 
evening at an informal session that the 
Cape Coral plant started with six wells 
and now has nine wells. He said that 
electrical substations were enclosed 
because of humidity and salt from the 
Bay. 

The Florida plant places the brine in the 
Gulf of Mexico, while the Virginia Beach 
plant expects to mix it with the effluent 
from the Hampton Road Sanitation 
District in the Chesapeake Bay. City 
Manager George Hanbury said that 
putting more salt in the Bay will actually 
help with the effluent.

Veget^le enthusiasts find Beach 
soil produces garden of delight 
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Things are popping up la Virginia 
Beach. The weather is modtrating and 
recent warm rains and soil signal the start 
of another growing season, notes Randy 
Jackson, horticulturist with tM Virginia 
Beach Department of ^^iculture 
Cooperative Extension Servior.Jfow's the 
time to plan that vegetable MU'den for 
mid-March planting. 

"The early spring crops grovi^Wdl here 
in Virginia Beach," Jackson s^s, listing 
lettuce, onions, peas, radishes, beets, 
potatoes and turnips as good cool season 
crops. Dominating during the warmer 
summer months are tomatoes, peppers, 
beans and squash. 

"A good thing about the climate here is 
the fact that we have a late winter, with 
long, mild fall seasons. Tliis aOows the 
gardener to plant an additional crop of 
beans, califlower, broccoli or collards. 
They'll stay in production until a hard 
frost comes, usually somewhere around 
Nov. 20." 

Jackson says Virginia Beach is lucky - 
it has the longest growing season in the 
state. 

"Our average early frost occurs around 
March 20. In the fall, the area near the 
Chesapeake line will have a frost a month 
earlier than the north end of the beach." . 

The reason, he explains, is that frost 
moves to low areas flrst and the northern 
side is higher. Also, a canopy of trees 
tends to protect the ground from frost. 
..After the final cold spell in the spring 
the soil goes from cool to warm very 
quickly, Jackson adds. "The gardener has 
to be ready, although lots of rain makes if 
difficult to work a garden." 



Along with a long growing season go 
greater insect populations and disease 
problems, Jackson warns. 

"In a cooler area you would have one 
generation of an insect a year. Here we 
may have three or four. And warm, 
humid weather causes diseases." Some of 
the most common garden pests in this 
area are aphids, s|5ider mites, slugs and 
the squash vine borer. Mildew is the 
major disease problem. 

"The white fly is a tremendous 
problem," Jackson adds. "It's almost 
impossible to control. They reproduce so 
rapidly and they become resistent to 
insecticides. They develop new strains." 

H« stresses that gardeners should read 
labels before using chemicals on crops, 
however. "If you use the wrong chemical 
on your garden, you're eating the 
vegetables at your own risk." 

Jackson estimates that one out of three 
households in Virginia Beach has 
vegetable growing during spring and 
summer. 

"The number is increasing each year. 
Two or three years ago the back-to-nature 
thing became popular - people began 
surrounding themselves with plants 
inside. 

"I don't think it's a fad. I thing the 
present generation is very aware of our 
environment. People will always love 
plants." 

So how does the beginner go about 
planning and planting a vegetable garden? 

First, he might plan to attend one of the 
two vegetable garden classes set for 
March 6 at the Virginia Beach Recreation 
Center.

Ethical questions are rarely easy to 
answer, although Hemingway offers a 
simp^lified rule of thumb. Persons 
dealing with dilemmas of right versus 
wrong usually end up in grey areas of 
complication and confusion. 

Moral questions are sticky, but as 
civilized beings, we are obliged to face 
questions of ethics when they arise. 
This brings us to Virginia Beach sports 
and an important issue.

Discrimination in our elementary sdioois?

ERA proponents oppose advisory 
referendum 

Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

It is interesting that proponents of the Equal Rights 
Amendment opposed a statewide advisory referendum 
on this subject. My bill, which was designed to give the 
people of Virginia an opportunity to express their views 
on the ERA, was relegated to the House Privileges and 
Elections Committee. This was the same committee that 
the ERA proponents have been criticizing for kequng a 
vote on the BRA from the full House of Delegates. At 
the same time, the backers of the ERA are denying the 
people an opportunity to vote. 

Why are the proponoits of the ERA so fearful of an 
advisory referendum? They contend that the 
referendum is a "delaying tactic." I introduced a bill 
last year to hold an advisory referendum in 1978, and 
my original bill this year was for an advisory 
referendum in Novembo- of 1979. How does this 
constitute a "delaj^ng tactic"? 

Even if the referendum were held in 1980, there would 
be nothing to stop the l^slature from voting on the 
ERA in the next session. You can be sure that the ERA 
proponents will bring the matter up at every l^islative 
session and will keep extending the deadline for 
ratification as long as they are able to do so. If there is 
any delajdng tactic invoh^ in the ERA, it is the unfair 
extension of the time limit for ratification without a 
clear permission for states to rescind. 

The real reason for opp<»ition to an advisory 
referendum is the belief that the voters would 
overwhelmingly disai^ove the ERA. Whaww voto^ 
have had the opportunity to expre^ their opinion, they 
have miKle this opp<»ition clear. ERA proponents have 
cited "polls" that indicate dtizm approval of the ERA, 
yet Bella Abzug has warn^ her fdlowers a^biti the 
referendum. Obviously, brovl support for the ERA is 
lacking. The longer this ieue drags on. the more reasons 
the people will find for opposing the Equal Rights 
Amendment.

The social security taxes the averi^e person will pay 
10 years from now will not constitute as large a 
proportion of wages as most people may think. 

When discussing the 1979 incroue in social security 
taxes and future increases scheduled in the law. many 
people forget that the increased taxes they may expect to 
pay assumes that their eaminp will also rise. 

In order for your taxes to double over the next 10 
years; as some iwws accounts have indicated, your 
wages would also need to double during this period. 

The amount of social security tax a person pays is 
related to the amount of annual earnings he or she 
makes. 

Because the amount of annual wages subject to the 
social security tax was increased beyoiul the levels it wu 
automatically scheduled to reach under prior law. the 
greatest tix mcreases will be paid by hi^er income 
earners. 

The way to get a realistic picture of your future taxes 
is to look at increases in the tax rate. This states your 
social security tax as a perctnUtgc of your earning. 

In 10 years, under present law, the average person can 
expect to be paying about 1.S2 percent more in social 
security taxes than the 6.05 percent that he was paying 
in 1978. 

The 1979 increase amounted to about five dollars for 
the year, or 10 cents a week for the worker making 
$6,032 during 1979, based on the Federal statutoiy 
minimum wage. For a worker earning median wages - 
estimated to be about SI 1.300 during 1979 - the social 
security tax will increase by nine dollars, dr about 16 
cents a week. ' 

If you are making the maximum wage subject to 
social security tax, your tax will increase by about $333 
for the year. This is because the amount of annual 
wages subject to the social security tax increases from 
$17,700 in 1978 to $22,900 for 1979. That means a 
bigger tax increa.se for people who are making above the 
old wage base of $ 1 7,700. 

Only about 15 percent of workers will see an increase 
in taxes as a result of the specified increases in the wage 
base over the next 10 years. The other 85 percent will see 
increases in their taxes based on increases in the tax rate 
or in the amount of wag« they make. For these 
workers, social security taxes as a proportion of their, ^ 
wages will not change much. 

People who feel that their sodal security taxes «re too 
high should remember that they are paying for a lot 
more than retirement benefits. They are also paying fbr 
survjvor$.^j)4^isability protection for themselves and 
their faitfljib Medicare in old age. andlfc^r MOD|e 
receivlnPMWiity benefits for two'ye^rs or more, and 
"forihose whorequirraJcidi^ transplant or dialysis.

The taking' issue looms 
as major concern of future 
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With the coming of age of the environmental 
movement, as exemplified by the recent high interest in 
coastal management legislation, the issue of "taking" 
private property for public use has assumed new 
proportions. 

The Fifth Amendment to the Constitution makes it 
clear that private property cannot be taken for public 
use without just compensation. However, the 
interpretation of what constitutes "taking" and what 
constitutes jut compensation presents the difficulty. It is 
a clear situation when land is condemned and title 
transferred in order to build a public highway or add on 
to the national park system. However, if the law teUs a 
person that his two miles of coastline property must 
remain in their natural state or can only be used subject 
to certain restrictions, the issue becomes less clear. Take 
for example a hypothetical case in which a developer 
had planned to build a carefully designed oceanfront 
community that would meet both environmental and 
economic needs according to his planners. If denied that 
particular use, hasn't his land been "taken" even 
though he may retain title to it? Wouldn't he then be 
entitlei^ to just compensation? 

Since 1926, it has been accepted by courts and the 
public generally that zoning is a proper exercise of the 
government's authority to impose restriction on private 
property for the public health, safety, and welfare, but 
not so heavy a restriction as to deprive the land of all 
possible good use. A matter of interpretation again. 
What is good use? 
There is a view now being espoused that our 

—tfaditbnal concept of land ownership must change 

that every land owner is not automatically entitled to a 
profit by virtue of his investment, and that the benefits 
of the land belong not to just one individual but to all of

society. That's certainly a revolutionary concept in our 
American experience, which was based from its 
inception on the right of the individual to hold property 
inviolate. 

The ownership rights of private land owners must be 
protected for at least three reasons. First, our system of 
commerce and laws depends on those rights, and an 
abrupt change would be economically disruptive. 
Second, fairness to the individual investor demands 
protection of those rights . . . supposing, for instance, 
an individual's stock were confiscated by government 
fiat. Is land investment any different? And third, profit 
in land is n«:essary to provide the extra incentive to an 
industry already lagging far behind in its ability to meet 
current and future demand for housing. 

With the expected continued rapid growth of Virginia 
Beach's population, the demand for housing is expected 
to remain very strong in the coming years. And as we 
continue to search for the most balanced and effective 
type of environmental protection for this area, we 
should keep the 'taking' issue in mind. We should also 
consider that protecting the environment is not an end 
in itself. It must be viewed as part of man's total 
surroundings ... the ecological amenities that make life 
worth living are of little use if man has no place to live.

On Lincoln's birthday, Feb. 12, about 4:20 p.m.. 
Petty Officer Polaha was looking out his apartment 
window in Virginia Beach's Chapel Lake Apartments, 
when he saw^a boy fall through the ice at a nearby lake. 
Upon seeing this, AT3 Polaha thought back to an article 
he had read in "Boy's Life" when he was eight years old 
and in the Cub Scouts, The article informed one what to 
do if someone fell through ice into frigid waters 
underneath. 

A moment's reflection was all that was needed before 
AT3 Polaha went to work to save the boy's life. The 
boy, 11 -year-old Anthony Land, had fallen through the 
ice of Chapel Lake and was about 50 feet from the 
shoreline when Polaha arrived on the scene. Polaha was 
informed that the boy's predicament was almost 
hopeless, since a previous rescue attempt had resulted in 
another young man falling through the ice near the 
shoreline. 

Undaunted, Petty Officer Polaha chose another route 
ahd carefully proceeded across the ice to the exhausted 
and nearly frozen boy. The wind chill factor that 
afternoon was 22 degrees Fahrenheit. Within about ten 
feet of the youth, Polaha quit walking and crawled the 
rest of the way to the boy. He extended a broken limb to 
the lad and told him how to grasp it so he could be 
pulled out of the water. Polaha's assertive behavior and 
-feassurtfig instructions calmed the panicky youth during 
the rescue. 

There h^d been no warning signs posted when the 
incident occurred and reportedly, the ice had been fairly 
solid the day before. Afterwards, AT3 Polaha took 
Land and two of his friends to his apartment and gave 
them all a stem lecture, while helping Land dry out. His 
advise to the feoys: "Stay away from frozen lakes and

join a neighborhood scouting troop." The advice given 
by Polaha apparently was hot in vain, since Land 
remarked, "No way am I going back out on the ice." 

In looking back on his act of courage, AT3 Polaha 
remarked, "You don't think twice about it. Life's a 
pretty valuable thing. You do what has to be done."

Virginia Be«;h expects to slow down the development 
of farmette subdivisions with an ordinance approved 
Monday evening by City Council. 

C^qx>sing the action were developers and landowners 
who object to controls which they believe will lessen the 
^^hie of their [voperty. 

In approving the ordinance unanimously, council 
refused to include a grandfather clause suggestwl by 
attormy Al Btheridge r^resenting Ronald Neighbors 
•ad the Penn Corporation. He recommended that the 
grandfather clause be applicable to property where the 
prdiminary sub-division plat has been filed with the 
city. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that he would 
only consider approved subdivision plats, no 
preliminary subdivision plats. 

The ordinance provides for a use permit procedure 
for development of three or more acre lote on pooriy- 
drained soils. 

The State Health Department had prohibited the 
construction of homes on poorty drained soil where 
w^er and sewer are not available. In 1976 as an 
accommodation in agricultural regions where a large 
landowner wanted to give a parcel to a relative to 
construct a home, the General Assembly approved a bill 
permkting construction on three acre lots with tlfe 
appix>val of the Health Department. 

Regional Health Director Dr. W.B. Crawford said 
that the feeling was that this provision would not be 
widely used. 

1^ this has not been so, he told council at an 
infonnal session Monday evening. Although lots have 
been seUing for $40,000 to $50,000 apiece, and 
purchasers have been constructing $150,000 to $200,000 
homes on the property, the farmette business is 
flourishing. 

He said that the septic tank systems will not take the 
extenave strain and that "leapfrog" development 
results. 

He said that in five years these people will say, 'We 
want sewers to our beautiful homes.' He said that as one 
of the advocates of the legislation, "I may opened a 
Pandwa'sbox." 

Councihnan John A. Baum said that at the time the 
k^sUition was passed, the Health Department \x\ 
Richmond was reluctant. "It was not anticipated it 
would allow subdivisions and new streets." Baum has 
considered the inroads of farmette residents in the 
farming veas will threaten the farm industry. 

Hanbury said that the worst type of urban 
develoiMnent in the southern part of the city would be to 
have large numbers of farmettes sprawled throughout 
tbeentire agricultural area. He cited destruction of the 
agricuttural land and the expense of services. 



Etheridge said the ordinance de]»ives the property 
owner of his property rights without just compensatipn. 
He said his clients are expecting to consumate a land 
purchase which would be upset by the ordinance. 

City Attorney Dale Bimson said that he was "not sure 
that he has vested property rights with the filing of a 
preliminary plat. ..maybe with a final plat." 

Crawford told council that if the localities exercised 
no control, the Health Departmem may review the 
matter and the city "would be back where we were." 
Before the special legislation, there was a moratorium 
on home construction in the poorly drained areas. 

Paul Sellers, a resident of Blackwato- who has 
developed two farmette subdivisions, one on 
Blackwater Road and one.'Woodards Mill, in Great 
Bridge, opposed the ordinance. He said he hated "to 
feel we'll discriminate against people who want to live in 
the country." 

He refused to see any conflict between farming and 
the farmette dwellers. To Sellers it was just a matter of 
deciding, "was he there before the hogs or were the hogs 
there before him." 

Louis Bryan of Professional Realty also objected, 
complaining that people have left Virginia Beach 
because they could not get land.

Baum said that it makes no sense to ti^^e large 
acreages with poor soils although he said he couldn't sec 
anyone denying anyone to build on an existing highway. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, in answer to a 
remark made by Sellers, said that it was a "fallacy of 
the way of life that we have not been concerned about 
people who come after us. This is not denying a person 
reasonable use of land." She said that councU did not 
have to guarantee speculators a profit.

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Tip earners must file earnings

Wiping down tables and refilling sugar bowls marks 
the end of a shift for many waiters and waitresses. Other 
' tip-earners never see a dish rag or condiment during the 
workday. 

But there is at least one sight shared by all who earns 
tips. It's the quarters and dimes waiting to be counted. 

Attached to those stacks of coins, is the responsibility 
to file a report for any month where tips totalled more 
than $20. The tip report, according^ to the Internal 
Revenue Service, should be filed with^the employer so 
that the proper amount of Federal income and social 
security taxes can be withheld. Employers who withhold 
the proper amounts can save their employees from the 
shock of facing major and often unexpected tax bills at 
the end of the year. 

Failure to report tips to an employer can complicate 
the task of filing a tax return and result in a sizable 
penalty at tax time. If a report has not been filed, 
chances are that social security taxes have not been 
withheld. A tip earner in this situation must complete 
not only the standard Form 1040 but also Form 4137. 
The tip earner will be required to seiid along any social 
security taxes due. 

Although no law requires a daily recording of tips, 
many tip earners have discovered that daily tallies make 
filing the monthly tip report easier. To facilitate the 
recordkeeping effort, the Internal Revenue Service 
offers both daily and monthly report forms to taxpayers 
who want them. The forms, Series 4070, are designed so 
that it's possible to keep running records of tips and, at 
the same time, distinguish between tips earned as cash 
and tips earned on charge receipts. It's a distinction that 
is necessary when filing a monthly report with the 
employer. 

The deadline for filing the report is the lOth day of 
the month unless it falls on a Saturday, Sunday or legal 
holiday. If that happens, an extra day is allowed. The 
report should cover the preceding month if more than 
$20.00 was earned. 

Ordinarily an employer withholds taxes on tips from 
the regular wages before the regular paycheck is made 
out. Sometimes, however, taxes on tips amount to more 
: H iliv regul w ;cs. In this case, the employer can 
only withhold the proper amount if the employee 
provides the extra funds to cover withholding. If an

Gymnastics — Sport as we'd like it

Last Friday night's final game of the Beach District 
basketball tournament went just about as expected. The 
favored team won, the action was hot and heavy, and 
the crowd was as intense as the game. 

Whether they were screaming their lungs out, beating 
noisemakers, or throwing debris onto the court, the fist- 
clenched fans were as involved in the volcanic 
atmosphere of the basketball game as the players were. 

Entering First Colonial's gymnasium Saturday 
morning to witness the Eastern Regional Gymnastics 
Meet was like floating into a comparative dream worid. 

Gone were the buzzing ears, pounding hearts, and 
fiery eyes of the previous night. In their place came the 
murmur of gentle conversation among the spectators, 
colorfully-clad young women padding about or 
socializing, and mild music filling the gymnasium. 

The contrast in atmosphere of these two settings 
reflects the differences in the nature of the sports, the 
participants, and the spectators. 

While they both involve competition, performance, 
and intensity, the worlds of basketball and gymnastics 
revolve in completely different orbits. 

Team sports like basketball seem much more focused 
on winning and losing than on excellence in 
performance. Admittedly, there is a thin line separating 



a spontaneous outburst of rhythmic hand-clapping 
among the spectators.^ 

The intensity at a gymnastjcs meet may be just as 
greaf as Jt is in other sports, but it is kept completely 
internal, within the athlete. Nothing i|ut grace is shown 
as a gymnast performs. ^^«^ 

Certainly each competitor seeks success, but that 
success is not predicated on the performance of others. 
Each individual attempts to perform to the limit of her 
capabilities and recognizes this attempt in others. 

It is this common empathy and muttial respect which 
brings competitors together with rounds of applause 
and bearhugs following a good performance, and solace 
and gentle squeezes foUovtdng a letdown. 

"It's perfection," states First Colonial coach Lynn 
Hadley. "It's the ultimate sport for a woman. 

"A gymnast has to be ultimately strong, ultimately 
flexible, and uhimately graceful. It's the hardest sport 
for a girl." 

Hadley is a qualified voice to speak for the sport. Her 
team, after winning the District tournament two weeks 
ago, dominated Saturday's Regional Meet. ^ 

But it almost defies the spirit of the sport to speak of 
winning. The intense rivalry and even hatred which is 
often found between coaches in other sports could not

the two, but in experiencing a gymnastics meet, the 

di f ference becomes apparent . 
While gymnastics meets involve teams, these teams 

are composed of individuals whose performance relies 
entirely on themselves. 

When a gymnast mounts the balance beam, strolls 
onto the floor exercise mat, begins her approach for a 
vault, or ascends the uneven bars, she is completely 
alone and her performance is in no one's hands but her 
own. — ^ 



— But it is not this mere focus on the individual which 
sets gymnastics apart. There is a delicate air of mutual 
respect and compassion among the gymnasts themsdves 
which infects the entire gymnasium. 

In a basketball game, fans will assault an opposing 
player with noise as he shoots a free throw, praying that 
his shot will miss the mark. Players often observe that 
the most meaningful tribute they can receive is the boos 
of opposing fans. 

No such twisted acclaim is found in gymnastics 
competition. For gymnastics fans, the spectacle is not 
one of combat, but rather it is more akin to a 
performance of the arts. 

But don't let a comparison to the arts make you think 
of stuffiness. Saturday's meet was anything but stuffy. 
During one floor exercise routine, the combination of 
bouncy music and the jaunty gymnast's rhythm inspired 







be seen at Saturday's gymnastics meet. 

Katy Emerson, Bayside's gymnastics coach, spoke^t— 
the family-like relationship between area coaches, 
"Half of us started gymnastics at the Beach while 
competing. Daphne Wall (Saturday's Meet Director) 
was at Cox in the first year they had the State Meet, I 
competed for Bayside, Lynn Hadley competed for First 
Colonial, Patty Merrill (Cox gymnastics coach) was at 
Cox, and Nan Ward (KempsviUe gymnastics coach) was 
one of our bestgymnasts at Princess Anne. ^ 

"That makes a big difference. You've grown up with 
it. Ten, twelve, thirteen years." 

At %JPf*^y>>.W^ t>>e,fiflfl>Pf*iMWbfFIWi the 9<««ife 
seemed to overshadow their contemporaries. The last 
five Eastern Regional championship teams have come 
from Virginia Beach. Is it the sand and surf that build 
excellent gymnasts? ' 

"The coaching's better here," says First Colonial 
;gymnast Betsy Noll, who finished fifth in Saturday'* 
Ail-Around competition. "I just came from the 
Northern Region and it just seems that here we have 
harder practices, longer practices, and everyone cares 
and works. 

"A great deal comes from the coaching. A good 
coach makes you want it more. We work out at least 
three hours a day and I'll stay for four or five hours just 
working on one thing, trying to perfect it." 

Perfection. This seems to be the standard for 
gymnasts. They don't judge themselves in comparison 
to others. It is this absolute standard of perfection 
which is the goal of each gymnast. This helps explain 
why the intense forces of rivalry and competition as we 
see it in other team sports are absent m gymnastics. 

And the mark of a champion seems to be devotion, as 
indicated by Noll's comments. But if this is the key, why 
are the Beach gymnasts any more devoted than others? 

"From my personal experience and viewpoint," says 
Emerson, "I think the Beach has some of the most 
qualified and devoted coaches. High school gymnastics 
coaches around here are big stuff, as big as the private

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clubs." 

It is the growth of private clubs which has helped the 
quality of the sport in general, by offering more practice 
time and opportunity to gymnasts, for, as Emerson 
notes, "It's not just a three-month job." For 
competitors or coaches. 

But the private clubs have posed a problem by 
creating a conflict of interests with young gymnasts, for 
these clubs require practice time of their representatives 
and it is difficult for a girt to compete for both a club 
and her hi^h school. 

Says Hampton High School coach Susan Nelson, who 
has coached championship teams in the past, "It's 
impossible to go to all the high school pradtices and all 
the private club practices. * ' 

So many girls have to make a choice, and some 



schools lose their best gymnasts to private clubs. But at 
the Beach, this problem has not become as great as 
elsewhere, and this might be another reason for the 
Beach's success. 

"Around here, you've got a lot of good old, high 
school-trained gymnasts," says Hadley. 

Tops in Hadley's group of good old gymnasts is 
Leslie Karnitschnig, who took top All-Around honors 
Saturday. When the engaging Karnitschnig strolled up 
to receive her awards at the close of Saturday's meet, 
she had donned a pair of blue jeans over her gymnastics 
tights, a perfect reflection of the relaxed atmosphere of 
the competition. 

And along with each medal which she was presented, 
she also received, as did all the top finishers, a flower. 

Nothing could be more appropriate.

According to the Princess Anne 
principal, Jnse Nimmo, accompanied 
by his father, his uncle (who lives 
within the residential boundaries of 
Princess Anne High School), and a 
guidance counselor, came to Hill's 
office in January asking to be enrolled 
at Princess Anne.

Following the initial meeting with 
Hill, Nimmo's uncle obtained legal 
guardianship of Nimmo, and the 
School Board granted permission for 
the transfer. 

Ninuno was subsequently enrolled as 
a student at Princess Anne High 
School, and in Hill's words, "As far as 
I'm concerned, Jesse Nimmo is a 
student at Princess Anne High 
School."

If such actions are reduced to "prices paid," the act of transferring 
from one school to another seems to be reduced to sheer expediency. 



•'In this case of Mr. Nimmo," stated 
Hill, "consideration of whether he 
would enter Princess Anne High 
School was based solely on Sdiool 
Board policy and procedure." 

"One, he had td have legal 
guardianship, and two, he had to have 
permission from Pupil Personnel." 

Obviously, the judgment of a 
student's parent or guardian becomes 
important at this point in such a 
transfer, and the ethical nature of the 
proceedings depends greatly on the 
discretion of the adult who is l^ally 
roponsible for a transferring student. 

In Nimmo's case, his fathm* was the 
adult responsible for him i^ior to his 
transfer from Bayside to Princes 
Anne. Nimmo's father's actions 
warrant scrutiny based on his |»st 
public behavior.

for the ethics of the situation that has 
resulted in the messy case of Nimmo 
and Hodges. 

Not only is this case messy, but it is 
also dangerous. If such precedents are 
set, the disciplinary powers of a coach 
become severely limited. 

Coaches have many concerns; two of 
the more important ones are winning 
and exercising control over the team. 
The latter requires some measure of 
disdi^ine. 

If a coach can rest assured with the. 
fact that a player who is threatened 
with dismissal has a choice to either 
diange his behavior of forfeit the right 
to compete, that coach has some 
amount of leverage in doling with his 
players. The worst that can happen, 
with an undisciplined player, is the loss 
of that player's talents. 
be likely to do som^hing about 
himself. 

However, when a player is given a 
third option, that of moving to another 
school, the coach loses a vast amount 
of leverage, and players may be less 
likely to respond to pressure from the 

Moreover, the coach's chances of 
winning could be adversely affected by 
exercising disciplinary pressure, 
beoiuse a ballplayer, encouraged by 
the opportunity to merely switch 
Khools, could end up stinging his 
former coach in an opponent's 
uniform. 

It seons that Dollar took a firm 
position in dealing with his ballplayers. 



this or that, then I'd be violating your 
rights." 

Again, this puts us into a hazy area, 
for when rights come into the picture, 
everybody's rights must be considered. 
What about the right of a coach to 
exercise discipline? What about the 
rights of individual athletes who do 
choose to conform their behavior to 
Ntpected standards? What about the 
rights of a public which experts 
. standards of fairness and honor to be 
upheld in the administration of the 
education and athletics of its 
youngsters? 

"You have to follow the rules, and 
when you don't, you're wrong. Not 
only are you wrong, you stand to be 
corrected," says Hill. 

There are rules other than legal ones 
- moral rules, and wrongs other than 
technical ones - ethical wrongs, and 
when such wrongs are committed, they 
do indeed stand to be corrected. 

The case of these two athletes is 
clearly not one of the mere transfer of 
two studoits within the Virginia Beach 
School system. The circumstances 
surrounding this situation are tinged 
with elements of revenge, abuse of 
rules, and physical and verbal 
intimidation. 

At no level should such influen<^ be 
tolerat«t, and they should cotainly be 
kept from affecting amateur athletics 
and the high school educational 
process.

Bayside's head basketbaU coach, Johnny Dollar, f 
resigned his position Thursday following the conclusion 
of the Marlins' current campaign. 

Dollar, who will stay on as an assistant baseball coach 
at Bayside this spring, spoke of the reasons for his 
resignation in an interview last weekend. 

"I've been disillusioned by high school basketball. I'd ' 
been coaching at the junior high level for seven years, 
and I came up to high school basketball thinking the 
kids would be dedicated and trying to make something 
of themselves in basketball for college. 

"I found out some of the "super" athletes wanted 
things given to them, not just with basketball, but in 
school and classes. I didn't have any problems at the 
end of the year. Every kid I have on the team right now 
gives 100 percent all the time. 

"Maybe I'm old fashioned, but I love discipline. I 
expect a kid to give me 100 percent all the time, and I 
found I couldn't get that from all the athletes I had. 
Some of the kids wouldn't do their work in school, and 
they had terrible attitudes on the floor and in games. 

"It's just not fun anymore. I've been coaching for 
twelve years, and the first ten were enjoyable. To me, 
coaching wasn't work, it was fun. But when you've got 
kids who get a bad attitude and you have discipline 
problems, it becomes work." 

Dollar made it clmr that these references did not 
apply to the present members of Bayside's basketball 
team. 

"These sophomores and juniors who are coming back ' 
could be an asset to any team, ability-wise and attitude- 
wise. They work hard in school and out of school."
